COLLECTOR HEDDEN'S 
CESSOR SELECTED. 
HIS NAME, HOWEVER, WITHHELD -UN- 
TIL THE - ANNOUNCEMENT—A_ RE- 
JECTED NOMINEE REAPPOINTED. 

WaSHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Collector Hed- 
4en’s successor at the head of the New-York Cus- 
tom House willbe named within the next 24 
hours. The choice was made by President 
Cleveland during along private conference be- 
tween himself and Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury Fairchild, held at the White 
House to-day. Neither the President nor Mr. 
Fairchild is disposed to say who the new Col- 
lector will be until the official announcement is 
made, and probably not three persons in Wash- 
ington to-night know the name. It can be stated 
on the best authority, however, that the new 
Collector will not be chosen from among the offi- 
cers now eonnected with the Custom House. The 
few there who would be regarded as quali- 
fied for such an _. office would not 
be acceptable for various reasons, political 
and otherwise. Nor will Mr. Hedden’s 
successor be mixed up in any way with the Dem- 
oeratic factions which war upon each other in 
New-York in a greedy scramble for local and 
Federal patronage. The President does not be- 
lieve that the Custom House exists solely as a 
headquarters for whatever political party or fac- 
tion happens to be dominant, and the new Col- 
lector will be in accord with these views. 
The complete failure of Mr. Hedden is 
not likely to impress the President with 
the idea that a business man is neces- 
sarily the best man to put in charge 
of the Custom House, and there is good reason 
to believe that the man selected is a lawyer of 
experience, although not Mr. W. &. Bissell, of 
Buffalo. Assistant Secretary Fairchild himself 
is a good example of the kind of man Mr. Cleve- 
land wishes to make Collector of the Port of 
New-York, and those who know how heartily 


he and the President agree in their ideas of 
public office and public officers would not 
ve surprised to see him transferred to 
New-York if they did not also know how 
valuable and indispensable his services are in the 
Treasury Department here, Ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral Schoonmaker’s names is mig men- 
tioned as likely to be that of Mr. Hedden’s suc- 
cessor, but all attempts to learn definitely who 
was decided upon to-day have heen successfully 
parried, and those interested have given up 
spocmiawing and are waiting as patiently as 
they can for the announcement expected to be 
wade to-morrow.

When the Senate acted upon the non®nation of 
James C. Matthews, of Albany, te be Recorder 
of Deeds for the District of Columbia all the Re- 


ican Senators but one voted against con- 
I ation, because Matthews was a colored 
Democrat, and because they were willing to help 
Fred Douglass, who is a colored Republican, re- 
tain the emoluments of the office as long as pos- 
sible. A good many of the Democratic Senators 
voted the same way because Matthews was 
black and not a redident of the District. No 
pretense was made that the nominee was not 
well qualified to fill the office. President 
Cleveland does not believe that a man otherwise 
competent should be barred from holding an of- 
fice because he is a negro who happens: to be a 
Democrat, and he does not regard the objections 
of the Senate as tenable. The President gave 
evidence of this to-day when he issued an ap- 
ointment to Matthews as the successor of 
Jougilass, and thus accepted the resignation of 
the latter, which has been so long pending 
aud which he was in no hurry to have 
accepted. Matthews is in the city and will 
take charge of the oftice soon. His appointment 
is until the end of the next session of Congress, 
and in December his nomination will be again 
submitted to the Senate. Outside of the nu- 
merous candidates for the Recordership among 
the District Democrats, the President's appoint- 
ment of Matthews is regarded as a well merited 
rebuke to the partisanship of the Senate and an 
nct of justice to the nominee. But the disap- 
pointed candidates are furious. They have been 
in a state of alarming anxiety for two or three 
days, brought about by the mere suggestion 
that Matthews might receive the appointment, 
and now that the suggestion has become a fact 
they cannot find words strong enough to express 
their disgust that an outside Democrat, and a 
colored man at that, has been given the place 
they coveted. The fact that the President to-day 
appointed Dorsey Clagett, a proptncet local 
Democrat, to be Register of Wills is as pleasing 
to the District Democracy as Matthews’s selec- 
tion is displeasing, but it will take a day or two 
tor the Democratic temper to cool sufficiently to 
permit the Clagett appointment to be appre- 
ciated.

Secretary Parker was at his desk yesterday. 
He looked pale enough to prove that the report 
of his sickness had not been entirely unfounded. 
He was not possessed of any definite informa- 
tion, he said, regarding Collector Hedden’s 
resignation. His manner, however, as well as 
that of nearly all the officials who were at 
their posts yesterday, created the impression 
that in Custom House circles there existed no 
doubt that Collector Hedden had resigned. 
Secretary Parker was willing to talk on the sub- 
ject of a possible successor to Mr. Hedden. Sur- 
veyor Beattie, he thought, was in the direct line 
of promotion, and Special Deputy Collector 
Berry came next in order. 

Surveyor Beattie was not in town_yesterday 
and it was hinted that he might possibly be put- 
ting his fences in order. It is said positively by 

ersons who should know that Mr. Beattie 
snows all about the resignation but is likely to 
keep his information until it becomes public 
property through some other source. There are 
two, if not more, Custom House officials who 
know that Mr. Hedden has resigned, but they 
will not talk. 

Ex-Mayor Edson laughed good-naturedly when 
he read that he was mentioned as a possible suc- 
cessor to Hedden. There was nothing in the re- 

ort, he said. The oftice would not be offered to 

im, and if it were he would not acceptit. He 
thought the practice of appointing business men 
tosuch posiiious was to be commended. He 
thought Beattie would fill the position satisfac- 
torily, but the ex-Mayor did not believe he would 
have an opportunity of stepping into Hedden’s 
shoes. The Collector is expected at his office to- 
day.

THE DISPUTE WITH MEXIOO@. 


MR. BAYARD EXPECTS CUTTING’S PAR- 
DON—WAR TALK IN MEXICO. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.,—It is believed at 
the State Department that the Cutting case will 
be disposed of in a satisfactory way without re- 
sorting to extreme measures. Secretary Bay- 
ard’s peremptory demand for Cutting’s release 
has neither been withdrawn nor modified, but 
now that Cutting has been tried and convicted 
the only way Mexico can comply with the de- 
mand is by pardoning the prisoner. This Presi- 
dent Diaz is confidently expected to do. Mr. 
Bayard is now waiting for. an official 
report of the proceedings at the trial, as he has 
had only press reports. The Secretary is ex- 
pressly bound to exhaust every meaus of set- 
tling the matter peaceably if possible. The 
treaty of 1848 between the United States and 
Mexico contains the express provision that im 
any case of international dispute harsh meas- 
ures shall not be resorted to by either Govern- 
ment until every effort has been made to effect a 
peaceable settlement, including arbitration. 
While this is always implied between treaty 


making powers, it is unusual to have it 
expressly stated in a treaty proper as it is 
in the convention of 1848. Secretary Bayard 
is-indignant at the efforts which have been made 
to manufacture party capital out of the Cutting 
case, and he feels hurt at the misrepresentations 
aud misstatements concerning his attitude 
which have been made the grounds for criticism 
of the Administration. epresentative Hitt, 
whose sudden change of front toward the reso- 
lution introduced in the House indorsing the de- 
mand for Cutting’s release caused the measure 
to be laid aside, declared tnat Mexico had 
not refused to release Cutting. Mr. Bayard 
points out that im the official corre- 
spondence on the subject the _ fact 
appears that the demand of the United States 
was refused. Mr. Hitt also asserted that the 
offense charged against Cutting was the ecircula- 
tion of an offensive publication on Mexican soil. 
The official correspondence shows that the only 
charge was that Cutting published an offensive 
ecard in an El Paso, Texas, newspaper, and that 
he was examined and imprisoned on this charge 
alone. The Secretary of Sate has no fear of 
criticisms of his course founded on a correct 
statement of the case, but he objects strongly to 
being found fault with under a misleading and 
mistaken idea of the real facts. 


EL Paso, Texas, Aug. 9.—The excitement 
over the Cutting imbroglio is much intensified 
to-day. Rumors of every kind are heard, but, 
upon investigation, they prove to be false. A 
passenger on the train from Chihuahua City this 
morning says that it is known positively that 
Gov. Maceyra has ordered the Paso del Norte 
authorities, in case of attack from Texas, 
to cut off the prisoner’s head and de- 
liver it to the Americans. The statement 
is given for what it is worth. Eight hundred 
Mexican troops are said to have left Lagos for 
Paso del Norte on Sunday night. It is asserted 
that a second demand has been made and that 
the American officials have been ordered to leave 
Mexico. Large crowds gather at every street 
corner. The arrival of Company F of the Tenth 
United States Cavairy, at Fort Bliss, which 
was assigned here two or three months 
ago, has caused @ rumor to the effect 
that eight carloads of United States soldiers 
are on the spot. The bad effects of 
these difficulties upon business are becoming 
very apparent. A report was circulated to the 
effect that Consul Brigham had confirmed the 
statement that a second demand for Cutting’s re- 
lease had been made by the United States Gov- 
ernment, and the people went wild with delight. 
Mr. Brigham, however, says that he was misun- 
derstood; that he expects such a demand at any 
moment, but does not know that it has yet been 
made. Cutting has been called before the court 
in Paso del Norte and Consul Brigham is in at- 
tendance. 


New-Haven, Aug. 9.—Since the excite- 
ment over the Cutting case began a movement 
has been on foot in this city to organize a com- 
pany for service against the Mexicans in case of 
war. Capt. James Bradley, a veteran of the 
war and an old regular, who has served 
on the _ Rio Grande, is at the head 
of the movement, and he says that he has 
about 50 men who have agreed to enlist under 
him. The work has been going on quietly and 
thoroughly, and some of the minor offices of the 
company have been filled. Capt. Bradley says 
that he is ready to send a telegram to. the Goy- 
ernor of Texas offering his company’s services in 
case any trouble arises.

AN APPEAL GRAWTED. 

St. Louis, Aug. 9.—The El Paso cor- 
respondent of the Globe-Democrat telegraphs to- 
night as follows: ‘“‘The only news in the Cut- 
ting case is the fact that he was brought before 
the court again to-day and told that his at- 
torney had appealed his case to the Supreme 
Court of the State, and that the appeal had been 
granted. 

This morning’s Mexican Central train brought 
here a large number of pamphlets printed in 
Chihuahua and entitled: ‘The Imprisonment 
of the American, A. K. Cutting.” It is written 
by aneminent Chihuahua lawyer, Jesus Maria 
Palacios. The argumentis based solely on the 
much quoted Article 186, and attempts to 
prove three propositions. 

First, that the said article of the Chihuahua 
State law is the only one applicable in the case 
of Cutting; second, that the said article is per- 
fectly consistent with Mexican constitutional 
precepts and with the treaties they have made 
with the United States; third, that the said article 
is a clear and concise expression of modern 
doctrines.” In regard to penalties and inter- 
national rights, he quotes international law 
from well known authorities in support of his 
position.

THE IRISH CONVENTION. 


HOW THE SULLIVAN-EGAN 
TO CONTROL IT. 
CuicaGco, Aug. 9.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Parnell Aid Association and the 
Delegate Reception Committee will meet at the 
Palmer House this evening to begin operations 
against the Sullivan-Egan party. It is expected 
that the Eastern delegates who will co-operate 
will arriveinafew days, and it is intended to 
gives them a hearty welcome. The New-York 
and Boston delegates are said by them tobe 
unanimously in tavor of a change in the admin- 
istration of League affairs. The anti-Sullivan 
party here sent their money direct to Ireland, 
and therefore cannot send delegates to the com- 
ing convention under Mr. Egan’s recent ruling. 
This rules out the Hoffman House (New-York) 
committee, which within a year has sent 
$147,000 to the Parliamentary fund. From 
present appearances the Sullivan-Egan party 
will have it all their own way in the convention 
which meets next week, It is claimed—but is 
not believed—that the Eastern delegates may 
withdraw in a body and organize a new League. 
Atthe meeting this evening, it is understood, 
communications will be opened with Mr. Davitt 
for the purpose of inducing him to speak 
at the riving Park, or at least not to 
speak at Ogden’s Grove. These are the places 
where the rival groups meet. The Driving Park 
people say Mr. Davitt, as a peaceable agitator, 
cannot afford to address what they call a gather- 
ing brought together to raise funds for purely 
revolutionary purposes and at the same time ig- 
nore an entertainment gotten up for the benefit 
of the Parliamentary fund. 


A MILLIONAIRE’S WILL. 

Urica, Aug. 9.—The property of the late 
Abijah J. Williams, manufacturer, of this county, 
is reported to inventory nearly $2,000,000. The 
will makes a few bequests to servants and grand- 
children and divides the rest of the estate into 
five equal parts. One-fifth is given to each of 
the two sons of the testator, Irvin A. and James 
H. Williams, of Utica; one-fifth to the two chil- 
dren of his dcceased son Norman A.; one-fifth to 
the children of his deceased son Aras G. Will- 
iams, of Brooklyn, excepting Miss H. R. Heath, 
daughter of the last named, for whom one-fifth 
is left in trust. The value of each fifth will, it is 
thought, be nearly $375,000.

FACTION IS 
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BLOODY WORK IN BELFAST 


‘A.MEROILESS FIRE.KEPT UP ' 
BY THE MILITARY. 
SITUATION HOURLY GROWING 

WORSE—A DOZEN PERSONS KILLED 

AND SCORES SERIOUSLY WOUNDED. 

Betrast, Aug. 9.—During the rioting 
which occurred here from Saturday evening to 
anearly hour this morning, 11 persons were 
killed and 130 seriously wounded. The majority 
of the injured persons have shot wounds. The 
rioting was renewed to-day and afierce encoun- 
ter took place between the soldiers and the mob, 
in which several persons were wounded. A sol- 


dier at close quarters fired at a boy, shattering 
hishand. The soldier was arrested. Reinforce- 
ments of troops to the number of 1,200 have ar- 
rived in Belfast to-day. ® ; 

The attempts to stop the rioting have been 
unsuccessful, and the violence of the mob is 
increasing. Thirty rioters have been wounded 
this morning. The police keep upa merciless 
fire upon the mob. The city, owing to the wreck 
and ruin of houses, presents a deplorable aspect. 
Its appearance is similar to that of Paris after 
the Commune. 

The aspect of affairs was so threatening at noon 
that the authorities ordered all the taverns in the 
city to be closed until to-morrow evening. 
Groups of men are assembled everywhere ex- 
citedly discussing the situation. The military 
early this morning dispersed several rival mobs 
at the point of the bayonet. 

It is feared that numerous deaths resulting 
from the riots have taken place which will never 
be heard of. The hospitals are taxed to the ut- 
most to accommodate the great number of 
wounded persons in need of attendance. <A pain- 
ful feature of the riots is the number of children 
wounded. Yesterday a boy was shot while re- 
turning from Sunday school. To-day a little girl 
was shot on the streets, and it is thought fatally 
wounded. She was carried away apparently 
lifeless. Trainloads of troops are constantly ar- 
riving. 

An incident of the disorders is as follows: Mrs. 
McIlwaine on Saturday harangued a small 
crowd of neighbors in regard to the riots, and 
roundly abused the pose for firing upon the 
people. She afterward expressed a fear that she 
would lose her life on account of her speech, 
She therefore, in order to avoid recognition, put 
on a black dress on Sunday instead of the white 
oue which she wore Saturday. This Magy: prem 
however, failed tosave her. Yesterday, during 
the progress of the riot, she ran to her door to 
gather in some straying ‘children. A bullet 
struck her in the head and she fell lifeless in the 
doorway. 

It rioting breaks out again it is likely that mar- 
tial law will be proclaimed. During the day two 
opposing mobs in an outlying district managed 
to elude the police and retired to a sheltered 
tield, where for an hour there was a desperate 
mélée. Both parties claimed a victory. It is 
believed two persons were killed and that their 
bodies were smuggled to their homes. One witness 
declares that 60 persons fell, many of whom 
were dead. It was evident that each party in- 
tended to annihilate the other. The mobs were 
dispersed by military and police. It is reported 
that during a commotion on Shank Hill 
the police were preparing to fire when 
they were confronted by military and per- 
emptorily ordered to esist. he police 
sullenly lowered their rifles and the military 
commander succeeded in urging the rioters, 
most of whom, it is believed, were Protestants, 
to return to their homes. A certain man was 
chased four hours by a mob thirsting for his 
blood, but he eluded his pursuers after a desper- 
ate effort when nearly succumbing to exhaustion. 
The police rescued him by charging his pursuers 
at the point of the vty emesis A boy was chased 
by a mob on emerging from the back entrance of 
a factory and was badly beaten. 

The girl who was wounded at noon to-day is 
dying. The town is apparently quiet to-night, 
but mischief smolders, and it is thought 
the rioters are watching \their chance to 
renew hostilities. The military occupy the 
streets. Further reinforcements have been re- 
quested. The Orangemen are bitterly incensea 
against the county police, whom they allege to 
be in sympathy with the Catholics. Fifty riot- 
ers have been sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment ranging from one month to six months, 

Sir Michacl Hicks-Beach, Chief Secretary for 
Treland; Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Irish forces, and Sir 
Robert Hamilton, Under Secretary for been 
held a conference at Dublin to-day, at which it 
was decided to invest the superior military offi- 
cers at Belfast with magisterial powers. 

At a peaceable meeting of artisans to-day reso- 
lutions were adopted strongly condemning the 
police. At the Methodist Ministers’ Conference 
a resolution was passed expressing regret at the 
reckless sacrifice of life. At two inquests ver- 
dicts were rendered refiecting on the conduct of 
the police. Nine more inquests will be held to- 
morrow, at which startling revelations are ex- 
pected. 

BELFAST, Aug. 10.—There are now 5,500 
extra muitary and police quarteredin Belfast, 
and more are coming. At 2 o’clock this morning 
a mob made adesperate attack upon the police 
with stones, badly wounding some of them. In 
Ballymacarret, a suburb, the police were at- 
tacked with stones. 

It is expected that martial law will be pro- 
claimed. More sharp fighting has taken place. 
Amob which was waiting to meet Islandmen 
returning from work was speedily dispersed by 
the troops and police, whose timely and vigor- 
ous action during the evening and nate prevent- 
ed serious conflicts between the angry mobs, 
which continually re-formed after being dis- 
persed. 

A serious mélée has taken place on Park-street. 
The furniture in many houses was broken up to 
make weapons for the mob. 

The heaviest fighting on Sunday night occurred 
in Spriugtield. It is stated that the battle was 
waged in regular guerrilla fashion. The Catho- 
lics held a tield protected by trees, while the 
Protestants occupied an embrasure opposite, in 
which they lay down. The contestants aimed 
with remarkable coolness, picking each other off 
as if they were so many targets. They were not 
interfered with by the police or soldiers, who 
were fully occupied in the city. It is rumored 
that 60 of the rioters were shot down, many of 
whom were killed.

The Daily News says: “ Itis evident that the 
deadliest enemy of the peace of Ireland is the 
unhappy town of Belfast. Notwithstanding the 
natural exasperation caused bythe defeat of 
home rule not a single other town has given a 
moment’s anxiety.” 


When asked last night what he thought would 
be the political effect of the Belfast riots Michael 
Davitt said: ‘*They willhave no effect except 


to show how absurd is the English boast that the 
Orangemen are the friends of law and order in 
Ireland. These troubles are between the Orange- 
menu and the Constabulary. The Orangemen 
tried to pick a general fight, but failing in this 
and bound to fight anyway, they have arra 
themselves against the police. From the intor- 
mation the English have been sending over here 
Americans must be amazed at these disturbances, 
having always understood that the Orangemen 
and the police were in full accord. Well, they 
are pretty well out of jointnow. This trouble 
will kill itself, and not be long aboutit. Itis 
confined to Belfast, and if it spreads beyond 
that city, which I doubt, it won’t go out of the 
North of Ireland, where the Orangemen are. 
Riots are the same the world over—I mean that 
they will occur, You have them just as we do. 
Untortunately, in Ireland they excite religious 
feeling, and thus soquire the tinge of religious 
strife. There will be no political effect. The 
cause of home rule is not to be retarded or to 
suffer the slightest interference from any such 
disturbance.”

NEWS OF THE DAY IN LONDON. 
Lonvon, Aug. 9.—Mr. Gladstone, who was 
returned to the House of Commons by both Mid- 
lothian and Leith-Burgs, Scotland, has chosen to 
sit for the former district.

A DEAD TREASURERS BOND. 


FEARS THAT A NEW-JERSEY CITY HAS 
LOST MUCH MONEY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 9.—The citizens of 
Gloucester City, N. J., were shocked to-day over 
@ report, widely circulated, which charged the 
late City Treasurer, Albert J. Greene, with 
being a defaulter, and that the city was 
bankrupt. The rumor was started last week, 
when the Finance Committee met on two sep- 
arate evenings and transacted business with 
closed doors. The people of Gloucester, who 
had always placed implicit faith in the late of- 
ficial, refused to entertain any idea of trregular- 
ity on his part, and when a member of the 
Council stated to-day that he had in- 
formation which showed that the $9,000 of 
the city’s money which was supposed to be 
in bank was not there and no bondsmen to look 
to forthe amount, many of them feared there 
might be some truth in the member’s assertions. 
Albert J. Greene, the deceased Treasurer, held 
the office for 15 consecutive years. He was the 
only person on the ticket for the office at many 
elections, the people having such confidence in 


his integrity and ability that it was impossible to 
get any one to oppose him. He kept a grocery 
store, and was the custodian of not only the 
money of the city, but the hard-working mill 
hands intrusted their savings to his care for in- 
vestinent. He seemed a prosperous merchant, 
and was supposed to be worth over $60,000. 
Annually he gave his bond to the city in the 
sum of $25,000 for the security of the funds in- 
trusted to his care, His name was considered a 
sufficient guarantee, but sometimes one or two 
other names were placed on the document, being 
“simply for formality,” as a Councilman once 
remarked as he read the two names off to the 
other members before attaching his name and 
approving it. 

Afew years agothe city built water works, 
for which bonds to the amount of $120,000 
were issued, the Treasurer giving bonds to 
almost double that amount while he had the sale 
of them under way. After they were disposed of 
his old bond of $25,000 was renewed. 
The bondsmen were himself, 

Berry, his partner, and Philip 

ler, Superintendent of the Gingham Mills. 
On the 3ist of July Mr. Greene died after a 
lingering illness, and was buried with high 
honors. Soon after his death the members of the 
Council were anxious to know how the city 
stood financially and called on the Recorder, 
James J. Lyons, for this information, but he was 
unable to enlighten them. The Finance Com- 
mittee held two meetings for the purpose of 
ascertaining who were on the deceased Treas- 
urer’s bond and, if possible, to find where the 
city’s money wasdeposited. Atthe first meeting, 
on Friday last, the Recorder stated that the bond 
was ene. At the pet | on Saturday night 
he stated that he delivered the bond to Mr. 
Greene, who had called for it but two 
weeks before he died. He knew  noth- 
ing about its whereabouts and had no 
record of its existence on the minute book of the 
Council. Developments show that the late 
Treasurer deposited money in the State Bank, 
the First National Bank at Camden, and at the 
bank at Woodbury, but allthe deposits were in 
the name of A. J. Greene, or Greene and 
Berry, none being to the credit of Gloucester 
City. The report of the Treasurer at the 
meeting of the Couucil in February showed a 
balance of $9,000, The receipts and expendi- 
tures up to the close of July would be about 
equal, but no money can be found to pay the 
debts of the city. It has been shown fhat $1,800 
was deposited in the National State Bank to the 
credit of the Treasurer, butit was offset by a 
note for $2,000. 

When the Gloucester Savings Bank failed Mr. 
Greene was its President. To save himself he 
mortgaged some of his property for $9,000 and 
transferred the remainder to his wife. When 
the members of the City Council met last 
week to choose a successor to the dead 
Treasurer the citizens were surprised when 
they learned that Charles Fowler, son 
ot one of the bondsmen, had been elected to the 
office, he being a Republican and the majority of 
the members being Democrats. It has since 
been hinted that the members who voted for Mr. 
Fowler were cognizant of the actions of the dead 
officer. The report has created considerable ex- 
citement, the opinions being divided, a great many 
refusing to entertain the idea ot any wrong doing 
on the part of the dead Treasurer, claiming that 
the shortage is due to bad management in keep- 
ing his books. Others claim that it was inten- 
tional. A special meeting of the Council has 
been called for to-morrow night, when a report 
will be presented by the new City Treasurer, who 
has been engaged for the past two weeks audit- 
ing the accounts. 





A NEW-YORK STEAMER ASHORE. 
BermMupa, Aug. 4.—When approaching 
Bermuda, between $ and 9 o’clock on Sunday 
night, the steamer Flamborough, from New- 


York, got ashore on the northeastern reefs. At 
the time she wasin charge ofa pilot, who sup- 
posed he was in a safe position. Rock- 
ets were fired and other signals of 
distress made, which after a tim 
brought assistance from the shore. About ! 
o’clock the passengers were put into the ship’s 
lifeboat and sent ashore. After four hours’ hard 
pulling Fort Catherine Bay was reached and the 
sengers walked across to town. In the morn- 
ng, with the aid of the steam tug Gladisfen, the 
Flamborough was got off the reef and proceeded 
to Hamilton, at which place she arrived about 
noon. The Flamborough has been libeled by the 
owners of the Gladisfen for salvage, amounting, 
it is said, to £3,000.

READING MR. TILDEN’S WILL 


MOST OF HIS MONEY FOR’ 
PUBLIC PURPOSES. 


AN ESTATE OF $5,000,000—INCOMES ‘FOR’ 


THE RELATIVES FROM ABOUT $1,000,- 
000—THE TRUSTEES’ DUTIES. 

Mr. Tilden’s will was read yesterday at 
Greystone. Anticipatidns that it would be an 
extraordinary document were fully met. It was 
voluminous, explicit, and full of details, showing 
the hand of the master in those respects, and 
yet it left such wide discretion to John Bigelow, 
Andrew H. Green, and G. W. Smith, Executors 
and Trustees, as to constitute them managers 
and directors of practically the whole estate. 
Mr. Tilden’s relatives get the income 
of certain sums of money, aggregating 
about $1,000,000, such sums to. revert 
to the Trustees after the death of the beneficia- 
ries. There are few specific bequests to the 
relatives. The largest and most important of 
these is the gift outright to Mrs. Pelton of the 
city house bought for her use by Mr. Tilden at 
No. 38 West Thirty-eighth-street. Col. Samuel 
J. Tilden, who had been looked upon as the heir 
to Greystone, receives no special consideration, 
and generally, so far as the relatives are con- 
cerned, the will makes them dependent upon the 
Executors and Trustees, who are constituted as 
such without bonds. None of the relatives are 
to have a say in regard to the investment or dis- 
position of any part of the property. 

The feature of the will that will make it chiefly 
remarkable, aside from the unlimited discretion 
vested in the Trustees, is that nearly allot Mr. 
Tilden’s fortune is to be applied to public pur- 
poses. As far as calculation. has yet been able 
to go he was worth about $5,000,000. This is 
not more than half the fortune with which he 
was credited. Taking out the money which pro- 
vides for the relatives, there is left $4,000,000, 
as nearly as can be estimated, in the hands of 
the Trustees for the establishment, support, and 
direction of certain public institutions. 

It had been arranged before the funeral that 
the relatives and others interested should meet 
at Greystone yesterday to hear the will read. 
Mrs. Pelton, Miss Gould, Andrew H. Green, and 
Mr. Bigelow came back on the funeral train on 
Saturday. Mr. Bigelow went to his home in 
Gramercy Park, while the others went to Grey- 
stone. Private Secretary Smith had remained in 
charge at Greystone through the day. Late 
yesterday morning Mr. Bigelow went out from 
the city, and Col. Samuel J. Tilden, the Misses 
Susie and Ruby Tilden, Mrs. Swan, a widowed 
sister of the dead man; Mrs. Henry Til- 
den, and Mr. George Tilden reached 
Yonkers from New-Lebanon. This brought 
the nearest of kin together except a daugh- 
ter of Henry Tilden, Mrs. Whittlesey, who 
lives in Wisconsin. Those presentand Mrs, 
Whittlesey were the only persons mentioned in 
the will as beneficiaries of the estate. Lawyer 
James C. Carter, with whom Mr. Tilden advised 
when the will was drawn, was called from his 
Summer place, at Good Ground, Long Island, to 
read the document and to say what should be done 
in regard to probating it. The Trustees, who had 
of course been informed of the functions they 
were to be designated to perform, were in doubt 
whether the will should -be filed for probate in 
Westchester County at White Plains, or with the 
Surrogate of New-York County. They wanted 
Mr. Carter to direct them, in the presence of the 
cere: how to proceed regularly in this initial 
step. 

At 1 o’clock the relatives, Mr. Bigelow, Mr. 
Green, Mr. Smith, and Mr, Carter assembled in 
the office at Greystone, a room at the right of 
the hall, just within the entrance. Standing at 
the small table at which the former master of 
the house used to direct his business, Mr. Carter 
broke the seal of the will and opened it. It was 
a bulky documentas he spread it out to read. 
For more than an hour and a half he read quite 
rapidly and barely onepeane. The will contained 
10,000 words. As all of it was new except to 
the three persons appointed Executors and 
Trustees and to Mr. Carter, the reading received 
the closest attention from those present. Mr. 
Carter said as he finished his task that the Ex- 
ecutors and Trustees might offer the will for

Mr. Green, Mr. Smith, and the rela- 
tives, exhausted from their long sitting indoors, 
came out and sat for an hour on the porch tacing 
the roadway, where there were shade and breeze. 

The first part of the will provides for the rela- 
tives. It is more generous to Mrs. Pelton than 
any one else, in recognition of her many services 
and personal sacritices to provide for her 
brother’s comfort. Besides getting the house on 
Thirty-eighth-street sheisto have the income 
during her life of $100,000, to be paid to her by 
the Trustees. The income of sums of this 
amount and less amounts will be paid by the 
Trustees to the other heirs mentioned. 

The bulk of the fortune, as stated, is to fall to 
the Trustees for public purposes. A free public 
library will be established at New-Lebanon, 
where Mr. Tilden was born and buried; another 
is directed to be established in Yonkers. Be- 
yond this the Trustees are given the widest dis- 
cretion as to the management and disposition of 
the estate, which will be increased rather than 
lessened by the amounts set aside for 
the support of some of the heirs at the death of 
such heirs. Exceptasto the amounts of money 
to be applied to various specified purposes, an 
cutside limit to such amounts being fixed save 
in one or two cases, the Trustees may do as they 
see fit with fgg) ag ri They may establish a 
tree library in 8 en” but there are no instruc- 
tions in this regard. The Gramerey Park prop- 
erty isattheir disposal for a library or other- 
wise. Should they decide not to establish a free 
library in this city, they may sell the ano et 
Park preperty and apply the proceeds, with suc 
money as they might otherwise put into a 
library, to any charitable purpose that 
they may select. Mr. Tilden’s books, art 
treasures, and other articles, such as collect- 
ors prize, may be used to supply any or all of the 
free libraries, in the discretion of the Trustees, 
or these things may be sold if the Trustees pre- 
fer. The articles themselves or their proceeds 
willin any event be devoted to the public good. 
Greystone is at the absolute disposal of the 
Trustees. As its proper maintenanc’ costs 
about $50,000 a year, and as noneof the rela- 
tives is so generously endowed, the Trustees are 
ee ioe to do what may seem to them best 
with it, devoting the proceeds, as in the case of 
other sales, if they sell it; to libraries or to char- 
ities. Everything not specifically bequeathed 
will take this course. 

The will is to be filed to-day, probably in the 
Surregate’s office in this city. Citations will then 
be issued to all the persons interested, so that it 
may be admitted to prebate at the earliest possi- 
ble day. Nearly all of the property willed comes 
under the category of personal, consisting of 
stocks, bonds, and other securities. One of the 
Trustees said yesterday that, although Mr. Til- 
den worked at the will off and on for years, it 
had not been changed in any material respect 
since 1883. . Mr. Green and Mr. Bigelow are thea 
oldest and stanchest friends Mr. Tilden had. The 
third Trustee, Mr. Smith, was Mr. Tilden’s pri- 
vate secretary for 20 years and is fully acquainxt- 
ed with his affairs and desires.

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LIGHTNINGS. DEADLY WORK... 


TWO MEN AND EIGHT ‘VALUABLE 
HORSES *KILLED. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 9—A storm "which .pre- 
‘vailed in the-Northwest yesterday’ was remark- 
able for the number of lightning strokes accom- 
panying it. While fishing near Washburn, Wis., 
Osman Halverson, a prominent business man of 
Stoughton, Wis., was struck by lightning and in- 
stantly killed. The bolt entered the back part of 
his head, passed down his left side, tearing 
off nearly all of his clothing and both shoes. 
His watch chain and a part of his watch were 
melted and no trace of the chain could be 
found. Marshall Houle, a wealthy farm- 


er residing near Centreville, Minn., was 
struck by lightning and killed instantly while 
lighting a fire. Six other men working with 
him were knocked down and seriously injured. 
Other similar cases are reported. 


Omana, Neb., Aug. 9.—At 1:30 this morn- 
ing lightning struck the main stable of the 
Omaha Fair Association, containing 16 valuable 
horses, of which 8 were either instantly killed 
by the electricity or burned to death. e ani- 
mals were in training for the races and were of 
excellent promise. Those killed were Dick 
Wildes, a 3-year-old pacer, owned by Mr. Mc- 
Shane and valued at $3,000; Legal Tender, 
owned by J. P. McShane, and Tucker, a 4- 
year-old stallion, valued at over $2,000; Ned R., 
& young trotter of more than usual promise; 
Ida, owned by Ed =f tg of Humboldt, and valued 
at $1,600; Captain P., owned by the same, and 
valued at $1,500; Mascotte, with a record of 
2:2714, owned: by Mr. Lewis, of this city; Little 
Wilkes, a stallion, the property of Capt. Smalley, 
and a promising 2-year-ol colt, sired by 
Ethan Allen, running in a pasture near 
by, was also killed by lightning. John 
Simpson, a groom, was lying asleep in a 
stall within four feet of the spot where the light- 
ning struck. He was knocked four feet and 
thrown against the wall. Although stunned he 
at once realized the situation and yelled and 
aroused the other hostlers, all of whom worked 
peo ienegers to release the animals, which were 
rushing about in their box stalls crazy with ex- 
citement. All the doors were thrown open and 
great efforts were made to drive the horses out, 
but several of them could not be forced to move 
and were left to their fate.

DESPERATE FIGHT WITH ROBBERS?-IN.. A 
CEMETERY VAULT. 

LOUISVILLE, Aug. 9.—Samuel Reedy was 
fortunate enough to win considerable money on 
the recent election and a large amount of it was 
paid to him last night. On his way home and 
when near the old western cemetery at Six- 
teenth and Jefferson streets, he was met by two 
men who told him ghoulshad opened one of the 
large vaults and desecrated it. Reedy was in- 
duced to go and inspect the vault. 
When they reached the west end of 


the cemetery Reedy saw that a vault was stand- 
ing open and from it came a damp, moldy odor. 
He entered with his guides and felt for some 
matches with which to make a light, when he 
was seized from behind and the muzzle of a pis- 
tol pressed to his ear. A cool, low voice in- 
formed bim that he must give up his money or 
have: his brains blown out. Reedy was for 
& moment paralyzed with tear and a 
cold sweat broke out on his brow. A 
hand was placed in his pocket to relieve 
him of any money he might have, and this action 
aroused him. Feeling that the pistol had moved 
away from his head, he began a struggle with 
the would-be robbers. Over and over the floor 
the struggling men rolled, and everything in 
the interior of the vault was upset. Coffins 
crashed to the floor, boxes were upset in the 
scume, and an unearthly racket was raised. 
The noise attracted passers by, and on their ap- 
proach the would-be felons suddenly decamped, 
leaving Reedy on the floor of the vault ex- 
hausted, but still in possession of his money. 








AN INJUNCTION REFUSED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 9.—Judge Butler, in 
the United States District Court, rendered a de- 
cision to-day in the application of Samuel L. 
Clemens (Mark Twain) in behalf of C. L. Webster 
& Co., of Hartford, Conn., for a preliminary in- 
junction to restrain sale of copies of Gen. 
Grant’s personal memoirs in this city by John 
Wanamaker & Co. In his opinion Judge Butler 
says: ‘If this case was substantially identical 
with the publishing company against Smith, re- 
cently decided by the Circuit Court for Ohio, 
we would esteem it our duty to follow the ruling 
in that case and grant the writ. It is not, how- 
ever. Insome material respects the cases are 
clearly distinguishable. The one before us seems 
to resemble Clemens egainst Estes, 22 Fed. 
Rep., 899, in which the writ was refused. As 
the auestion must be further considered on final 
heating, when the facts may be more fully de- 
veloped, it would be unwise to discuss it at this 
time. After full consideration the complaiu- 
ant’s rights, as disclosed by the affidavits and 
accompanying papers, are not deemed sufficient- 
ly clear. to warrant the preliminary writ asked 
for.” 





THE INDIAN RAIDS. 

TOMBSTONE, Arizona, Aug. 9.—Three dif- 
ferent reports have been received relative to the 
Indian raids near Ures last week. One was that 
they killed 11 teamsters, all Americans, and 40 
mules. Another report said seven Mexicans and 
two Americans were killed. The last and prob- 
ably more reliable report is that they attacked a 
train of four wagous and killed the Mexican 
teamsters, thence raided near Mineas Prietas 
and killed two Mexican wood choppers, then 
made another detour and raided round back 
toward the Mulatos Mountains, stealing horses 
as they went. They came from the direction of 
Puerto Caneja, their old trail. The country is 
terrorized, and ranches for almost a hundred 
miles around will be abandoned.

What his next manceuvre will be no one can tell, 
but it is highly probable that Lawton’s pursuit 
has been so pertinacious that he has concluded 
that the Sierra Madres are untenable.

USED AGAINST MR. SQUIRE 


‘MR. IVINS TELLS THE STORY 
OF THE FAMOUS LETTER. 
SBROUGHT FORWARD BY FLYNN ANI 
THOMPSON — FLYNN TALKING O#8 
TURNING STATE’S EVIDENCE. 

Commissioner of Public Works Rollin M. 
Squire and Maurice B. Flynn, his accomplice, 
were shown up in their true colors by City Cham- 
berlain William M. Ivins in the hearing before 
Mayor Grace yesterday. NeitherSquire nor Flynu 
was brave enough to stand the light shed upon 
them by Mr. Ivins, and no one who knew either 
of them wondered at their absence. The Mayor’s 
office was crowded at noon yesterday, the time 
fixed for resuming the hearing of the charges 
against Squire. Wheeler H. Peckham, Charies P, 
Miller, and Assistant Corporation Counsel Fran. 
cis M. Scott appeared for the people. John H. 
Strahan, Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, and Richard 
8. Newcombe were the lawyers for Squire 
Mayor Grace was promptly in his chair. 

Lawyer Peckham called, as his first witness fos 
theday, William M. Ivins, City Chamberlain, a 
member of the firm of William R. Grace & Co., 
and Judge-Advocate-General of this State. Mr. 
Ivins said that he was well acquainted with 
Maurice B. Flynn. He remembered that Mr, 
Flynn had contracts with this city in 1881 and 
1882, and since the witness had been City Cham: 
berlain he had signed warrants for Mr. Flynn, 
who represented the firm of Guy C. Hotebkiss, 
Field & Co. The famous letter which Rollin M. 
Squire wrote to Mr. Flynn, virtually giving Mr. 
Flynn control of the Department of Public 
Works in the event of Mr. Squire’s appointment 
as Commissioner of that department, was hand- 
ed to Mr. Ivins, and he was asked whether he 
had ever seen it before. Mr. Ivins carefully ex: 
amined the letter, and said that he was perfectly, 
famlliar with it, and knew it to be one which 
Mr. Squire had written at Mr. Flynn’s dictation, 


The witness had heard of the letter so far back 
as December, 1885, Hubert O. Thompson called, 
at Mr. Ivins’s residence and said that he desired, 
to see the witness upon a very important subject. 
Mr. Thompson felt very much aggrieved at the 
manner in which he had been treated by Com- 
missioner Squire. Mr. Thompson ‘said traat he 
had reason to believe that he could contro! the 
Department of Public Works through Mr. Squire. 
The leader of the County Democracy was very 
confident that it was within his power to control 
that department. He said that he was as certain. 
of it as though he was in fact Comrnissioner. He 
intimated that Mr. Squire’s resignation could be 
had whenever such 2 document was desired by 
Mayor Grace. Mr. Thompson was anxious to 
name Mr. Squire’s successor, and Mr. Ivins tole 
him that Mayor Grace was the proper person 1 
see upon that any | 

Before this, on the morning of New Year’s Day,- 
1885, Mr. Ivins called to see the Mayor, and Mr. 
Thompson at that time camein. The latter said) 
he held control of the Department of Public 
Works through Mr. Squire, and could pledge 
the latter to do whatever he wanted, 
He also said that Squire’s retirement 
could be had whenever it was_ wanted.) 
At the time of the inneueeen of President 
Cleveland Mr. Ivins saw Mr. Thompson in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Thompson again spoke of the De- 
partment of Public Works, saying that, in his 
opinion, the time had arrived when Mr. Squire 
should be removed from his position as Com-< 
missioner. Mr. Squire, Mr. Thompson thought, 
was “getting too big for the place.” Mr. Ivins 
asked how Mr. Thompson expected to rid the de- 
partment of Mr. Squire, and Mr. Thompson ‘said 
that Mr. Squire’s resignation could be demanded 
by him at any time. In the following September 
Mr. Ivins was at lunch in a restaurant at Browd- 
way and Chambers street. Mr. Squire stepped 
up to the table at which Mr. Ivins was sitting aiid 
said: **Those fellows can’t get me out of my 
oftice. They won't get my resignation.” 

“What resignation?” asked Mr. Ivins. 

“The resignation I wrote at Maurice B. Flynn’ 
request, and now held by Lawyer Richard 8. 
Newcombe,” answered Mr. Squire. 

Then Mr. Squire went onto say to Mr. Ivins, 
thatif any one presented that letter to Mayor 
Grace he would procure an injunction restrain- 
ing the Mayor from acting in the matter. Mr. 
Ivins was asked his opinion of the fight, and 
he replied that he thought Mr. Squire had the 
better of it. 

In December, 1885, Mr. Thompson visited Mr. 
Ivins at the latter’s residence avout 9 o’clock in 
the evening, and remained in conversation with 
Mr. Ivins until 4 o’clock the next morning. : 

“Don’t give us all of the conversation,” said 
Lawyer Peckham, with a laugh. j 

“No,” replied Mr. Ivins, “it would require 
too much time. I will give you the gist of it.’”’ 

Then Mr. Ivins said that Mr. Thompson was 
very anxious that Mr. Squire should lose his 

lace as Commissioner of Public Works and that 

. Lowber Smith or A. C. Kellogg should be ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy. He had endeavored 
to persuade Mayor Grace to agree to name either 
of those two gentlemen for the position, and had 
failed of his purpose. He added that Mr. Squire 
was an unfit aud improper officer, and that he 
was not keeping faith with Mr. Flynn. Mr. 
Thompson desired to have the witness use his in- 
fluence with Mayor Grace in theinatter. L'e said 
that Mr. Squire had written two letters of resig- 
nation. The tirst one had been destroyed and the 
other was in Lawyer Newcombe’s possession and 
could be used with the cousent of Mr. Fl) ‘mn. 
Mr. Ivins told Mr. Thompson that he did i.0t 
think that that letter of resignation would be ws 
effective as Mr. Thompson imagined it might b ©. 

“Then,” said Mr. Thompson, drawing a lettet 
from his pocket, “here is something which 
will do.” 

Mr. Thompson handed to Mr. Ivins the letter 
which Mr. Squire wrote to Mr. Flynn. Mr. Ivins 
carefully read the letter and asked, ** What good 
can that letter do you? It is so strongly incrim- 
inating thatit will send all who have had anything 
todo with it to State prison.”” Mr. Thompson said 
that the letter was written by Mr. Squire ut Mr. 
Flynn’s dictation, anticipating Mr. Squire’s ap- 

ointment to the office of Commissioner of Public 

Jorks. Mr. Flynn gave the letter to Mr. Thomp- 
son and expected the latter to guard it well. Mr. 
Thompson said to Mr. Ivins when he showed that 
gentleman the letter: wy { 

“This does not belong to me. It is Flynn’s, 
and it is to be used only when we both agree that 
it ought to be used.” 

“Ido not believe then that it will ever bea 
used,” said Mr. Ivins. ‘ 

“Yes,” said Mr. Thompson earnestly, “it cam 
be used as a threat.” r { 

“‘Tt will be worse for Flynn than for Squire,”- 
remarked Mr. Iivins. i 

Before Mr. Thompson withdrew he asked Mr. 
Ivins whether Mayor Grace would co-operate 
with him in the matter of appeinting Mr. Squire’s 
successor it Mr. Squire should be forced oui of 
his office. Mr. Ivins again said that that was 
a matter which Mayor Grace alone could decice.' 

A short time atterward Mr. Thompson again 
visited Mr. {vins and said that he had told Mr 
Flynn that he (Mr. Thompson) had shown the 
Sauire letter to him (Mr. Ivias) and that Mr.' 
ivins had copied it. This was true. Through 
Mr. Thompson’s permission Mr. Ivins had taken 
a copy of the letter. Mr. Thompson said to Mr. 
Ivins that he was sure that Mr. Flynn was will- 
ing that the letter should be used. He thought 
that Mr. Ivins and himself should talk the matter 
over and see what action Mayor Grace would 
take. Later Mr. Ivins saw Mr. Thompson, and the 
latter said that he and Mr. Flynn had visited 
Mayor Grace. Mr. Flynn was not satisfied vith 
the Mayor’s talk. On another occasion Mr. Fly72 
entered the City Chamberlain’s office. His busi- 
ness was concerning a warrant for Guy C. 
Hotchkiss, Field & Co. Mr. Ivins asked Mt. 
Flynn about the Squire letter, and Mr. Flyn. 
saidthat Mr. Thompson had told him that hu 
(Thompson) had shown it to Mr. Ivins. Mr. 
Flynn asked Mr. Ivins what he thought the ef- 
fect of the letter would be if it were published. 
Mr. Ivins said he thought it would be ruinons to 
Mr. Flynn. Mr. Flynn admitted that he had dic- 
tated the letter to Mr. Squire. Mr, Squire su 
posed it had been destroyed. Mr. Ivins at this 

oint said that while he had no doubt of Mr. 

‘lynn’s criminality he had some doubt concern- 
ing Mr. Squire’s position. 

Mr. Ivins did not hear from Mr. Thompsen 
again until D. Lowber Smith was shoved frem his 
place as Deputy Commissioner of Pubtic Works 
and appointed an engineer in the department. 
Mr. Thompson was very angry over Mr. Squire’s 
treatment of D. Lowber Smith. He said ‘* This 
thing cannot last,” and begged Mr. Ivins to use 
his influence with tha Mayor to secure Mr. 
Squire’s downfall. He said further that Mr. 
Squire had broken his contract in removing Mr. 
Smith without Mr. Flynn’s permission. About a 
week later Mr. Flynn went to Mr. Ivins’s oftica 
and mage some inquiries eng Se standing 
of a mercantiis house. After he had obtain 
the desired information Mr. Ivins asked him 
how he liked his protégé. Squire. Mr. Ivins ban- 
terea Mr. Flynn about Mr. Squire’s appeinte 
Mr. Wlynn said he was very much disap inted 
in Mr. Squire. He was willing then that Mr. 
Squire's letter should be used. He would take 
the consequences. He would assume all risks. 
“This thing should not go on,’ be said, 
with a flourish, Mr. Flynn said tiiat he 
had shown a copy of the Squire letter ta 
the new De uty Commissioner of Public Works, 
Smith, font that the defense were at work 
preparing an answer to any charges. Mr. Flynn 
said that Mr. Squire had consulted with Judge 
Gildersieeve upon the subject, and that the 
Judge had advised Mr.’ Squire to obtain posses- 
sion of the letter at the carliest possible mo- 
ment and destroyit. Mr. Squire went to Mr. 
Flynn’s house ant asked for the letter, saying 
that Judge Gildersleeve had advised him t 
destroy it, Mir. Dlyun put his hand im his pockes 





and, drawing forth a letter, threw it into a grate 
tire before which they sat. 

“There it goes,” said Mr. Flynn. 

“ Why didn’t you let me see it before you threw 
it into the fire,” groaned Mr. Squire. 

“It’s all right, old fellow,” said Mr. Flynn, 
ta ping Mr. Squire on the back; “ it’s gone.” 

r. Flynn told Mr. Ivins of this visit from Mr. 
ae and of the trick he had played upon the 
t cky Commissioner of Public Works. Of course 
Mr. Flynn did not throw the famous letter in the 
fire. It was mot in Mr. Flynn’s possession at 
that time. Mr. Flynn talked to Mr. Ivins con- 
cerning the frightful position in which he was 
placed, and said he thought of “* turning State’s 
evidence” against Mr. Squire. Mr. Ivins said 
thatif he were District Attorney he would not 
—— Mr. Flynn as a witness for the State. 

A tew days later Mr. Thompson called, upon 
Mr. Ivins in Hanover-square. Mr. Ivins had 
made an appointment to meet both Mr, Thom 
son and Mr. Flynn. Mr. Flynn arrived first. He 
Was not in good humor. He said that he was 
tired of making appointments which Mr. Thomp- 
s0n did not meet. He had fully determined» not 
to permit the use of the letter written by Mr. 
Squire to him. He did not see how he would be 
benefited by giving up any claim which he might 
have had upon the document. He had no confi- 
dence in Mayor Grace, who had promised to ap- 

oint Mr. Thompson Commissioner of Public 

Works, and had not kept his promise. Mr. 
Ivins said that Mr. Flynn thought that another 
and an easier method of ousting Mr. Squire 
might be found. Mr. Flynn had loaned Mr, 
Squire money, and Mr. Squire had borrowed 
money from many persons, In fact, Squira’s 
paper was on the market to a rather lively 
extent. When the Legislature adjournéd Mr. 
Ivins saw Mr. Flynn in Mr. Thompson's 
rooms in the, Worth House. Mr. lynn 
said that as the Bruns bill had been knocked out 
it was time that he (Mr. Flynn) did something 
toward having Mr. Squire thrown out of office, 
and he was pi epared to make any move that Mr, 
Thompson mi i Guggest, Mr. Flynn_suggested 
D. Lowber Smith as the successor to Mr. Squire. 
Mr. Flynn thought that with the existence of 
the Squire letter to him he would be considera- 
bly hampered, but then he could procure wit- 
nesses to swear to the destruction of, the letter, 
He believed that without the letter there could 
be some way of ridding the department of Mr. 
Squire. One evening, while dining in Delmon- 
ico’s up-town establishment, Mr. Ivins saw Mr. 
Flytin enter the dining room. Mr. Ivins asked 
yr. Flynn to take a cup Of tea with him, and Mr. 

lynn consented. They talked about Mr. Squire. 
abd Mr. Flynn said vehemently: “This thing 
meaning Squire] must stop.”. Mr. Flynn 
thought that everything depended upon May- 
or Grace, his Honor would agree 
to appoint D. Lowber Smith as Commissioner of 
Publie Works Mr. Flyun would aid him in getting 
Mr. Squire out of the way. An appointment to 
meet Mr. Flynn at the Hotel Brunswick was 
made. Mr. Ivins made 4 mistake in the time and 
did not see Mr. Flynn. A ate later, while 
talking with Controller Chapin Broadway, 
Mr. lvins was confronted by Mr. Flynn, who 
reproved him for failing to keep his engagement 
at the Hotel Brunswick. Mr. Flynn said that he 
had talked the matter over with Mr. Thompson 
and, had reached the conclusion to “turn State’s 
evidence.” He had also had a talk with District 
Attorney Martine. .He thought it would_be 
highly proper at that time for him and Mr, 
Thompson to have another interview with Mayor 
Grace. Up to that time Mr. Ivins had not shown 
a copy of the Squire-Flynn letter to Mayor Grace, 
and Mr, Ivins had no knowledge that the Mayor 
had ever seen a copy of it. Mr. Ivins explained 
the letter to his Honor, and told him that Messrs, 
Thompson and Flynn wanted D, Lowber Smith 
appointed as Mr. Squire’s successor. When Mr. 
Ivins again saw Mr. Thompson, the leader of the 
County Democracy said that something must be 
done atonce; thatthe lettershould be used. 
Then an atrangement was made fora meeting 
in Mr. Thompson’s rooms in the Worth House. 
The party was to be Mr. Thompson, Mr. Flynn, 
District Attorney Martine, and Mr. Ivins. hen 
Mr. Ivins arrived Mr. Tnompson was not on 
hand. Mr. Flynn said that he had thought the 
whole matter over, and had talked to Mr. Mar- 
tine about it, Mr, Flynn was not satisfied, he 
said, with his talks with Mayor Grace. He pro- 
posed to use the letter and abide by 
the consequences, His business partners 
told him that he would brin; ruin 
upon himself. When District ttorney 
Martine entered Mr. Flynn repeated to him what 
had been said. Mr. Flynn was not willing to 
“ turn State’s evidence” in the matter of the let- 
ter. He was willing to appear against Squire, 
but did not want to carry the burden of the let- 
ter. He had given Mr. Squire money he said, 
and it might do to have Mr. Squire indicted for 
bribery. In such a case Mr, Flynn would appear 
agttess Mr. Squire. Mr. Ivins suggested that 
Mr. Flynn would not be able to ca out that 

lan of attack, and Mr. Flynn had told him that 

e loaned Mr. Squire money. Mr. Thompson 
went out of the room while Mr. Flynn was_talk- 
ing. Before he returned Mr. Flynn left the hotel. 
When Mr. Thompson returned Mr, Ivins repeat- 
éd what Mr. Flynn had said concerning his wish 
rot to use the letter. 

Mr. Thompson was highly incensed. He said 
that Mr. Flyny had told him to use the letter, 
and that he was tired of fooling with Mr. Flynn. 
Mr. Thompson proniised to meet Mr. Ivins on 
the following Monday ana Mr. Ivins retired. At 
the time designated Mr. Thompson called to séo0 
Mr. Ivins in Hanover-square. Mr. Thompson 
was very feeble. He handed the Squire letter to 
Mr. Ivins. Mr. Ivins wanted to know whether 
he should hand the letter to Mayor.Grace or to 
the Commissioners of Aveounts, and Mr, Thomp- 
son told him to hand it te the latter named officials. 
Mr. Ivins said to Mr. Thompson when he accept- 
ed the letter, ‘‘ You may as well understand that 
both you and Mr. Flynn will be involved in this 
matter.” Mr. Thompson nodded. He said that 
a pretty strong fight had been made to prevent 
him from giving up the letter, and he took from 
his pocket a letter from Lawyer Newcombe, beg- 
ging him not to patt withit. Mr. Newcombe at- 
tempicd to decry the importance of the doct- 
ment. Mr. Ivins visited Mr. Thompson at tlie 
Worth House. This was on the Thursday before 
Mr. Thonipson’s death, and he was quite ill. He 
said to Mr. Ivins, “Then you are determined to 
use that letter, come what may ?”’ 

“Yes,” answered Mr. Ivins, “I shall use it.” 

“ Allright,” said Mr. Thompson, ‘go ahead.” 

On the folowing Monday Mr. Thompson died. 
On that day there was a meeting at the Néw- 
Amsterdam Cub. Mr. Ivisis saw Mr. Flynn and 
talked with him abeut the letter. Mr. Ivins 
asked Mr, Flynn if he knew where the letter was. 
It was then in the hands of the Commissioners 
of Accounts, but Mr. Flynn was unaware of that 
fact. He answered glibly that the letter was in 
a box owned by Mr. Thompsom and Conny 
Smyth in a safe deposit company. Mr. Ivins 
said: 

“Tf that is so, then it will never be used.” 

“Never,” answered Mr. Fiynn; “but we can 
reach Squire without it.” 

Mr. Flynn suggested the names of three per- 
sons from which Mayor Grace might choose Mr. 
Squire’s successor. He named ueduct Com- 
missioner Ridgway, and said that he would be 
perfectly satisfactory to John O’Brien, the con- 
tractor. Then he named William 8. Andrews, 
at present an Excise Commissioner, but thouglit 
that Mr. Andrews would not please Mr. O’Brien. 
The last name was that of Street-Cleaning Com- 
missioner James 8S. Coleman. Mr. Ivins listened 
to Mr. FL until the situation became _ ludi- 
crous. Thenhe said: “How would I do for 
Commissioner of Public Works ?” 

* You would suit me,” answered Mr. Flynn, 
“ perfectly, if I had the right kind of an under- 
standing with you.” 

On thé following day Mr. Ivins met Mr. Flynn 
in the City Chamberlain’s office. Mr. Ivins told 
Mr. Flynn that if he were in his (Mr. Flynn’s) 
place he would make sure of having the letter 
‘written by Mr. Squire, and would then force Mr. 
Squire out of his position. Mr. Flynn thought 
that Mr. Ivins suggested that he. (Mr. Flynn) 
should pay Mr. Squire te retire. At length Mr. 
Flynn said to Mr. Ivins; 

“If Lcan’t get youSquire’s resignation T can 
get you that letter by Friday,” Again Mr. Flynn 
mentioned the names of his three candidates, 
and Mr. Ivins said to him: 

“You can make up your mind to one thing, 
Mayor Grace will never appoint your deputy a 
Comuiissioner of Public Works.” 


Lawyer Strahan remained wonderfully calm 
and quiet carts all the time that Mr. Ivins was 
testifying, and did not essay to ask a question 
until Lawyer Peckham said te Mr. Ivins, ‘‘ That 
is all.” Then Mr. Strahan asked whether Mr. 
Ivins had told all. Mr, Ivins said. that he had 
condensed his story, but none of the important 
facts had been omitted. He had looked over the 
material which the Commissioners of Accounts 
had prepared in April, but had found it imade- 
quate for the purpose of preferring poareee 
against Mr. Squire. Mr. Ivins took a deep in- 
terest in the matter. He wanted to aid in secur- 
ing the removal of Mr. Squire, and he assisted in 
collecting and collating the evidence. Mr. Ivins 
said that he was almost positive that if a sub- 
pona had been served upon Mr. Thompson com- 
manding him to produce the Squire letter in the 
Mayor’s office that Mr. Thompson would have 
destroyed the letter. 

Edward C. Dunnell, who was Mr. Thompson’s 
private secretary, testified to the intimate rela- 
tions existing between Mr. Flynn and Commis- 
sioner Squire, and said that appointments and 
removals in the Department of Public Works 
were made under Mr. Flynn’s direction. Mr. 
Dunnell was the last witness for the people. 

Lawyer Strahan will open the ease for the de- 
fense this morning. % 

Assistant District Attorney Nicoll said, yester- 
day, that the conference of District Attorney 
Martine with Hubert O. Thompson, City Cham- 
berlain Ivins, and Maurice B. Flynn, at the Worth 
House, on July 17, was due to Mr. Thompson’s 
special invitation. Mr. Thompson wrote to Mr. 
iartine, asking him to meet Mr. Ivins and Mr. 
Flynn for the purpose of obtaining what informa- 
tion he pred concerning the Squire letter, 
At the conference Mr. Martine was told 
by Mr. Thompson that Squire had written

WAITING FOR THE KNIGHTS 


YESTERDAYS MEETING OF THE 
OIGAR MANUFAOTURERS. 
SUGGESTIONS MADE TO MASTER WORK- 

MAN MAGUIRE AND HIS ASSOCIATES 

—HOPING FOR A STAMPEDE. 

Members of the Cigar Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation had rather a stormy conference with 
the Knights of Labor yesterday, at Lenox Hall, 
at Third-avenue and Seventy-second-street. 
District Assembly No. 49 was represented by 
District Master Workman T. B. Maguire, Master 
Workhian Wolf, Jolin Daly, and Messrs. Bliss 
and Ely. Just before the Knights walked in 
the mantfacturers were chuckling over 
the fight that had taken place on Sunday 
in the Central Labor Union between the Knights 
and the trades union men, arid were congratu- 
lating each other over what they called the vic- 
tory of the honest Knights over the rebellious 
striking union men, and they all felt sure that 
the Knights would be able to fill the shops with 
good Knights of Labor. Maguire and his follow- 
ers consequently were cordially welcomed, and 


after cigars had been passed round the manu- 
facturers asked ‘the Knights what they had done 
for theni. 

Wolf replied that the committee had that 
sparing gout 50 men to Jacoby’s shop, but that 
they hi een refused émployment. fr. Jacoby 
was suré that only 10 men had called and had 
been told to come ay with their tools. “ But,” 
he added, “‘ what is the tse of taking on these 
shoemakers! I want ny own men, and if I em- 

loy these fellows I shall only have to discharge 

hem when my men return.” 

Joseph Oppenheim interrupted with the re- 
mark that for the past six months, during which 
the Knights had controlled the factories, not a 
single strike had taken place, T.. B. Maguire 
added that since the Knights had organized the 
14 factories of the association they had been 
asked 40 times by the cigarmakers to order 
strikes, but had persistently refused to do 80. A 


.manufacturer asked whether District Assembly 


No, 49 was the only one in the order that was 
opposed to open unions, 

“No,” replied Maguire; “the last General As- 
sembly decided to oppone open unions.” He 
added that the rebellion of the Progressive 
Union was due to the fact that Jablonoweky 
who had been the candidate for Master Work- 
man of his dssembly, had been defeated by one 
vote, whereupon his followers tore up the charter 
and captured the seat. Then District Assembly 
No. 49 ordered all the Progressive men to leavé 
their union and join the Knights. 

“ But,” asked Mr. McCoy, “ what are you go- 
ing to do about supplying us with men?’ 

faster Workman Wolf replied angrily that 
something must be the matter with the man- 
ufacturers inasmuch as they had refused to em- 
ploy the 50 men who. had cost the Knights so 
much money... Several manufacturers remarked 
that the Knights were not pane yaeit duty. The 
strikers had closely _ picketed e shops and the 
Knights should do the same with big, strapping 
men who could run in the cigarmakers whom 
the committee sent. They ought also to 
send their emissaries into the shop meetings 
of the strikers to sow discord among the men. 
If the men of one shop could be induced to make 
a break it would be followed by a stampede of 
the unionists. The committee replied that they 
could not picket the shops with cigarmakers be- 
cause they did not have enough of them. They 
could, however, take Knights off the horse cars 
and use them for pickets. They then withdrew 
for constiltation and the manufacturers began 
wrangling with each other. 

Mr. Newmark remarked: ‘I don’t believe that 
the Knights can fill our factories, They have 
been fooling us for two weeks. They are Gener- 
als without an army, and we ought not to break 
up our business for their sakes. Much of the 
trade is already going to Boston and Philadel- 

hia. Is there a single manufacturer whose 

usiness has improved during these two weeks ?”’ 

“Yes,” replied Mr. McCoy, “mine hasimproved 
100 percent. Last week I had one workman 
and to-day I have two.” 

Mr. Oppenheimer said that, outside of the In- 
ternational and Progressive Unions, there were 
just enough men to fill three shops. If the man- 
ufacturers were going to jump away from the 
Knights he would like to have the firm of Levy 
Brothers, of which he was a member, make the 
first jump, and take in the crowd of cigarmakers 
for its trouble. 

“Oh, you want to have the first pick!” cried 
the others in chorus. A member proposed to 
dissolve the association and let every member 
settle with his men the best way he could. The 
motion was seconded by four members, but oth- 
ers opposed it, and still others advised that the 
factories be made independent of any trades or- 
ganizations or Knights. One member said there 
were three courses open to the association: To 
stand by the Knights, to send for a committee of 
the International Union, or to dissolve, To re- 
sort to the Internationals would expose the man- 
ufacturers’ weakness and open the way to strikes, 
trouble, and higher wages. To dissolve at pres- 
ent would not be wise, and the only thing left 
was to give the Knights more time. 

The Knights’ committee was recalled and asked 
what it thought of independent shops. If the 
mantitfacturers would be allowed to take union 
men and Knights they would gradually weed out 
the union men and keep the Knights. Master 
Workman Wolf said if the Internationals were 
got into the shops they would soon demand 
higher wages. The other committee said that 
to-day they would take the 250 men who had 
struck last week at Holzman & Deutschber- 
gers to. resist. a reduction of wages, 
and would fil) Jacoby’s hop with them. 
They would also issue circulars in. three lan- 
ruages, English, German, and Bohemian, and dis- 
ribute them among the cigarmakers, Further, 
they would adopt the advice of the manu- 
facturers and. would send agents to the shop 
meetings to create discord, and finally, they 
would issue an order for a meeting of all cigar- 
makers who are members of local assemblies 
and when they got them together. they woul 
rush them into Jacoby’s and other shops. 

The manufacturers applauded this plan, for 
should Jacoby’s ord 4 be once filled, they argued, 
it would create buch a panic among the union 
men that a stampede would follow and all the 
shops would soon be crowded with Knights of 
Labor. Champagne and cigars were ordered, and 
after a time the meeting ourned,

THE PENNSYLVANIA’S MOVE. AGAINST 
THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 

The Baltimoré and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany has decided to refuss through freight for 
the West until further notite. An annvunce- 
inetit to this effect was made at 3 o’clock yester 
day afternoon by A. ©. Rose, General Freight 
Agent of the Baltimore and Ohio in this city. 
Mr. Rose said his company was compelled to 
adopt this course “ on account of the arbitrary 
action of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company.” 
The latter owns the line over which the Balti- 
more and Ohio freight was carried between this 


city and Baltimore, The contttey between the 
two companies expired some time ago, and they 
have since been doing business on an agreement 
that held good merely from day to aay. 

Yesterday aftertioon Geneéral Ageht Geer, of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, informed 
Mr. Rose that in future the Pennsylvania would 
expect the Baltimore and Ohio to B md local rates 
on all freight. carried between New-York and 
Baltimore. In giving this infotmation Mr: Geer 
simply obeyed instructions receiv from the 
main office of the company in Philadelphia. He 
had nothing to sity by way of explanation, 
Heretofore the Pennsylydnia had been satisfied 
with a proportion of the through rate, Mr. Rose 
at once issued the hr ag eeg ener that the Baltt- 
more and Ohio would, for a tinie at least, decline 
all mies freight. He could give no explana- 
tion.of the Pennsylvania’s action, except that 
the latter, he thought, might have decided to an- 
noy the Baltitnore and Ohio as much as possible 
until it, could. make its own connection 
with New-York. It would be _ ridiculous, 
he said, for the Baltimore and Ohio to accept the 
Pennsylvania’s terms, a8 the local freight rate 
between New-York and Baltimore over the 
Pennsylvania is equal to that between Baltimore 
and Pittsburg over the Baltimore and Ohio. It 
is not expected that the action of the Pennsyl- 
vania regarding its rival’s through freight traffic 
will disturb the relations existing between the 
two roads 80 faras the passenger and express 
business of the Baltimore and Ohio is concerned. 
Vice-President Spencer, of the latter road, will 
reach the city this afternoon. His visit is due to 
the Pennsylvania's latest move. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug, 9.—Vice-President 
King, of the Baltimore and Onio Railroad, is in 
this city to-night. Speaking of the action of the 
Pennsylvania Company, in refusing to carry any 
more freight for the Baltimore and Ohio, except 
at local rates, he said: “This action is taken 
because we have about completed our inde- 
pendent line to New-York. I have not seen the 
official notice, but Iam not surprised atit, Our 
own line will be done in a short time, so that it 
will make very little difference.” 

A Pennsylvania official said that this action 
was taken because the Baltimore and Ohio had 
violated the traftic contract made several years 
ago with the Penisylvania; ie ogy A the former 
company was to turn oyer to the latter all its 
east-bound freight and passenger business in 
consideration of largely reduced tariff rates. The 
violation referred to is the shipment of freight 
and immigrant passengers between Baltimore 
and New-York, by means of the new Baltimore 
and Ohio line to Wiltiington, thence over the 
Wilmington and Northern, the Reading, and Jer- 
sey Central. This route is rather circuitous, 
but has been used somewhat since the com- 
pletion of the Susquehanna River bridge 
some two months ago. The Pentisylvania Rail- 
road Company protested against the diversion 
of traffic, and, When no attention was paid to 
the order, concluded to essentially terminate the 
relations between the two companies by ones 
local rates for through freight. Itis unders ood 
that arrangemetits will be made soon to send all 
freight over the Wilmington and Reading until 
the new line is completed.

THREE THOUSAND MEN IDLE. 


BUILDERS REFUSING TO BE BULLDOZED 
BY SHORT-SIGHTED UNIONS. 
CINCINNATI, Aug. 9.—The Builders’ Ex- 
change has ascertained on reliable authority 
that the bricklayers’ strike in this city, on ac- 
count of the employment of non-union hod- 
eartiers, {is in obedience to an order from 
the International Amalgamated Union. It is 
stated that the amalgamated union selected the 
pricklayers of Cincinnati, who are well organ- 
ized, to begin a movement against non-union 
labor of all kinds. Thug far ,the strike has 
thrown 3,000 men in the various building 
trades out of work, and next week 
the number of idle men in these trades 


will be doubled. A boycott is to be organized 
not only Hegre contraetors who employ non- 
union men in any branch of organized labor, but 
also against a scapioyers who use material 
which has been got in_ readiness by non-union 
men. Notice has already been served that the 
Bricklayers’ Union will not lay any .brick 
nearer than 10 feet to iron girders which are 
from the shops of M. Clements, or nearer than 
10 feet to any timbers or carpenter work which 
has been put in by James Griffith & Sons or 
J. W. Cotteral & Co. This the contractors un- 
derstand to be the beginning of a plan to fight 
and beat them in detail. 

As soon as the movement is well organized itis 
understood that orders will be issued to all the 
unions in the building trades to refuse to werk 
on any uncompleted building in which non- 
union labor has been employed in. any of the 
earlier stages of construction. New mem- 
bers are being added to the Buiiders’ 
Exchange daily and the organization is rapidly 
becoming compact and effective. The determin- 
ation is to break up this effort of the men if it is 
much longer persisted in, by stopping all kinds 
of work altogether and remaining idle until the 
men are compelled by want to abandon the 
movement. 


LOSSES BY FIRE.

FIBROK FOREST FIRES. 


GREAT LOSS OF PROPERTY IN WISCON-’ 
, SiN AND MICHIGAN. 

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 9.—The forest fires 
Which aré now raging in Northerh Wisconsin 
and Michigan promise a repetition of the calam- 
ity which happéned 15 yéars ago, except that 
the losses and sufferings will be much 
greater, as the territory, then almost a 
wilderness, is now dotted with scores of thriving 
towns and villages. At Spencer the flames hav- 
ing destroyed éverthing within their reach, sub- 
sided to-day for want of further fuel. A dispatch 
from Stevens Point, one of the largest cities on 
the litie of the Wisconsin Central says: 
The fires to-day destroyed the Robinson 
mill on the west side of the river 
south of the city, together with a number of 
dwellings and barns. The woods on the west 
side of the river are burning for miles north 
and south, The fire crossed the river at 
Conant’s Rapids, near the Robinson mill, since 
noon and will probably reach the south side of 
the city by to-morrow. The flood wood in the 
river at Conant’s Rapids is burning. It caught 
from the west side fire. The windis blowing fierce- 
ly. One fire engine has gone to Milladore to-day to 
help save property. Further north of Wausau 
and Phillips the fires are reported as very fierce, 
and the cities ate so enveloped in smoke that 
it is dark at midday. On the south between 
Wausau and Mosinie thé woods aro one sheet 
of flames. Yesterday a party of ladies 
and gentlemen visited Rib Hill. On 
their return they became hémmed 
in by the fires raging on the Rib River 
bottoms and came near being sutlocated. They 
reached Wausau at a late hour scorched and 
blackened. In the town of Maine fires are ra- 
ging, but the chief damage so far isto the timber. 

nstances are reported hourly whe whole

In the pine forests north the fires have 
damaged the timber toa great extent, and un- 
less there is rain there is likely to be a repetition 
of the calamity of 1871. Reports from Colby 
say that the town will be burned to-morrow un- 
less the wind changes. 

Marquette, Mich., on the shores of. Lake 
Superior. is afire to-night. The fires which have 
been running in the woods and brush near that 
city for several days have closed in on the 
city from the north and west until they 
have encroached on the city limits, and at this 
writing, 8 P. M., there is great danger to the 
northern part of this town. Scveral outlying 
buildings have already gone, and the fires 
are now coming a, nearer toward 
the Fifth Ward School. The extensive giant 
owder and nitro-glycerine works of the C. 8. 

owder Company are in great danger. Fires are 
raging on all sides and burning bark and leaves 
are being swept over them by the high winds. 
They are two miles from town. 

Marquette’s new public Pies (Presque Isle) 
narrowly escaped. The fire was stopped on 
the narrow neck of the point by 
a change of the wind. The day has 
been one of unbearable heat here and 
the men fighting tho fires have suffered greatly. 
The city was enveloped in a thick white smoke, 
the sun looking like a red ball in the sky. 
The foghorn has been sounding since midnight 
Sunday. Other large fires are raging, and miles 
to the south on the Choclay River and at Sand 
River, just across the bay, on the Detroit, Mack- 
inaw and Marquette Railway, the unparalleled 
apes made everything go like tinder, 

The Detroit, Mackinaw and Marquette express 
had to run a gantlet this afternoon through the 
fires. The train was stopped an all 
the car windows closed. Then the track 
was exainined ahead, and, under a full 
head of steam the train dashed ahead through 
the flames. At Baraga, on the Marquette, 
Houghton, and Ontonagon Railway, the cars 
were wet down before the train passed 
through the worst place. The barometer 
is falling and everybody is looking forrain. If it 
does not come the northern part of Marquette 
will fallaprpy to the flames. The smoke has 
been irtitating to the eyes and to the breath all 
day, The wind is rising, coming from the north, 
making things more serious. 


NEILLSVILLE, Mich., Aug. 9.—Fires have 
been burning in the woods in this vicinity for 
several days. At Hewittville, 10 miles from 
Neillsyille, the sawmill boarding house and 
every building connected therewith were burned. 
Loss, $10,000. Farmhouses in thé neighborhood 
were burned, and many families were com- 
paused to move into the fields with their 

ousehold goods. The fires are still raging 
south. and north of Neillsville, 
destroyi 6 grein and four buildings. Particulars 
are difficult to get. Hewittsville, seven miles 
west of here, was burned to the ground yester- 
day. The loss has not been estimated as yet, 
but will be very great. Dell’s Dam, six miles 
south of here, is also in imminent danger. Ifrain 
does not fall inside of 24 hours it is feared this 
city will also suffer greatly.

MUTILATED BY RATS. 

Coroner Messemer and his deputy, Dr. 
Herold, went to the Chambers-Street Hospital 
yesterday morning to view the body of little 
Sarah Schoenberger, 8 years old, who died at 
3:30 A. M. They were shown into the little 
room in the subcellar where dead bodies are 
kept while waiting for the Coroner’s certificate.

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OOUNT BEUST IN RETIREMENT. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette, 


For many years one of the most prominent 
figures in European politics and society was that 
of Count Beust, who, since his retirement from 
the Austrian Embassy in Paris, has been living 


the life of a hermit in a luxurious residence just 
outside Vienna. There was some little myster 
about his retmate, not afew of the well informe 
insisting that his Excellency had “ put his foot 
in it’ by his infatuation for the volatile folk 
among whom he had lived so long and for their 
institutions to boot—in fact, that he was 
“quite Frenoh you know,” very much “ too 
French” to suit. the great man at Berlin, who 
likes to fancy that all Europe must kowtow to 
him, Fiirst von Bismarek, Chancellor of the 
German Empire and arbiter ot the world’s 
destinies. But anyhow Count Beust left Paris 
and simultaneously went en retraite, and now 
he has settled down with the Countess at Alten- 
berg, ina lovely house, quite shut in by trees and 
vineyards, where he has been interviewed for 
the Figaro. Count Beust is now close upon 80, yet 
he is remarkably youthful in all he says or does, 
and he welcomed his interviewer most heartily. 
From the cabinet salon there is a noble view, 
embracing all the valley of the Danube. The 
walls are covered with engravings, photographs, 
clippings from illustrated papers, and carica- 
tures. One panel is devo to illustrations of 
the East, one to England, a third to Vienna, and 
a fourth to Paris; a rare man for the pictorial is 
Count Beust, for whom all these rather insigniti- 
cant works of art have the value of per- 
sonal souvenlrs, perhaps forming a point de 
repere for those “ Memoirs” of which we have 
heard so much, but which seem as far 
off publication as ever. The side of the 
wall .in this salon which is devoted 
to souvenirs of Paris is Hon yap od curious. 
“Do you see this spot?” asked the Count, Sat 
ing to the ig opposite the Porte 8t. Denis, 
“T was nearly killed there in 1839 at the time of 
Barbés’s insurrection. I was walking along 
when all of a sudden barricades sprang up, an 
I found myself, without ever knowing how, be- 
tween the insurgents and the troops. Icrept as | 
I best could behind the barricades—only just in 
time, though, for the next minute both sides be- 
gan to blaze away.” Among the photographs 
are those of Gambetta, M. de Freycinet, M, Jules 
Ferry, and Mme. Edmond Adam, in 4 velvet 
gown. “Itis no mystery to-day,” seys the writer 
of the narrative, ‘‘that if Count Beust was 
obliged to leave the hotel in the Rue Las Cases it 
was on account of the favor which he found 
with Paris society, and the perturbation caused 
thereby at Berlin. It was gravely complained 
(inter alia) that the Count went too much to 
Mme. Adam’s salon, “ visits,’ wrote the Paris 
correspondents of the German papers, “of a 
nature to encourage Chauvinism.”

THE OCOMPANY SHOULD EXPLAIN. 
From the Montreal Gazette, Aug. 5. 

In freference to the false reports about 
famine and suffering in Labrador so freely sen’ 
abroad last week there is room for the Great 
Northwestern Telegraph Company to rise and 
explain. On the night of the 27th ult. a message 
was received in this office to the effect that the 
company’s news agent at Toronto had impor- 
tant intelligence from Labrador in regard to the 


distress éxisting on the Northern Peninsula that 
would have to be paid for at special rates. The 
subject was one at the moment attracting con- 
siderable attention, and the Gazette, in common 
with some of its morning contemporaries, nat- 
urally considering that information trom such a 
source could be rélied upon, ordered the dispatch 
to be sent. What came was a statement purport- 
ing to be by the crew of.the schooner Barron, 
that day arrived at St. John’s, to the effect that 
York Harbor was crowded with fugitives 
to whom relief was to be immediately sent, that 
650 persons had already arrived at that port, 
that to date some 3,500 peapie had perished on 
the coast, and that the Hudson’s Straits were 
frozen over. There is now, we know, no truth 
in these statements, and having been the inno- 
cent means of giving them publicity, we feel 
that some explanation is due from those who led 
us astray. The dispatch alluded to was dated 
from S8t. John’s, Newfoundland. Did it come 
from that city, or was it the concoction of some 
one on this side the Gulf of St. Lawrence? 
the latter, who? And does the telegraph com- 
pany share in the money obtained under these 
aisé pretenses? Or, does the plunder go en- 
tirely to the fabricator of the story? The com- 
pany should be able to answer these questions 
and the press, who were charged extra rates tox 
false information, and the public who were der 
ceived by it, are entitled to an answer.

IRISH ELECTION SCENES 
TALK AND TUMULT AND TRE 

OONTEST OF MR. O'BRIEN. 
DUNGANNON’S TWO INNS—THE ITALIAN 

LOOK OF MOY—IRISH ORATORS AND 
IRISH COMMOTION—ULSTER FIGHTS. 

DUNGANNON, Ulster, Ireland, July 19.— 
The cable apprises New-York as quickly as 
it does the London papers, and with much 
more impartiality, of the phases of the elec- 
tions now closing, It describes the Orange 
riots minutely and the peaceable as well as 
forcible efforts of the Nationalists tameet 
intimidation. Possibly a letter on the cam- 
paign of one of the leading Nationalists, 
who isa Catholic and was elected the last 
time to represent a stronghold of Orange 
Protestantism in Ulster, may take up points 
that escape the excellent purveyor of news 
by cable. William O’Brien, member of 
Parliament, a native of Mallow in Munster, 
and editor of United Ireland, was 
given his seat the last time by 
a slender majority. On this occasion 
he has to face the steady defec- 
tion from Gladstone in the English elections 
just decided and the loss of his seat by T. 
M. Healy, a flaw in the Parnellite success 
which will surely cause the weak-kneed to 
abstain from voting or cast their lot with 
the rising party. Afew hundred Protestants 
have it in their power to make or unmake 
William O’Brien, and long before this 
reaches New-York it will be known which 
way they have voted. The Nationalists 
have their headquarters in Dublin in a good 
building on the principal thoroughfare, 
where Mr. Harrington, member of Parlia- 
ment, has full scope for his organizing 
genius. The street’s name is a shibboleth, 
If you call it Sackville-street, the old name, 
you are, of course, a Conservative; if, how- 
ever, you speak of O’Connell-street, your 
Tory friends will know just the 
amount of coldness it will be need- 
ful to infuse into their nod when 
they pass you by. Telegrams are ever 
going and coming there, and messages from 
that centre convened Messrs. Leamey, Tan- 
ner, and O’Brien, and othersto Dungannon 
to infuse courage into the faithful and 
strive by speech and manifesto to allay the 
fears of those Protestants who, Nationalists 
at heart, have been put in a panic by the 
debates on home rule. r. Reynolds, 
member of Parliament, is standing again 
for Dungannon. and he and his friends are 
at the Court House awaiting the complete 
returns. Dungannon is a ge oe | 
town with a large Protestant Irish an 
Scotch population. Characteristics adhere 
to places for many centuries. Two 
hundred and fifty years ago this 
part of Ulster was fought over again and 
again by Protestants and Catholics, and 
here is the old ery of ‘No Popery” raised 
once more by the politicians in order to 
rouse the old religious rancor. Hereabout 
on the banks of the sad and shoal Lough 
Neagh the troopers on both sides slaughtered 
and plundered the people in the cause of 
ridiculous personages in England who cared 
not a straw for them or their interests. 
The Cavaliers and Commonwealth men 
used and ruined in turn the various par- 
ties cog ag 5 the Irish, so the end was 
always to the harming of the latter. Dun- 
gannon was then a lively place for the mus- 
tering of forces. Its fortifications are gone, 
and from the hill back of the town a beauti- 
ful, fertile, unwarlike landscape is seen 
round about, with gimpens of water in the 
middle distance and ranges of hills to close 
the horizon. Thisis the land that Donald 
O’Nial claimed as his own in the fourteenth 
century by virtue of 130 royal ancestors 
before St. Patrick, and I know not how 
many more after. From this place came 
the O’Nial and his vassals who so surprised 
the citizens of London and Queen Elizabeth 
when they made their visit, 600 strong, clad 
in the outlandish garb of the Irish warriors 
of that period. It is the heart of Ulster. 
From the gray dawn of history there have 
been battles here between native chiefs 
between natives and Danes, native and 
Normans, Protestant faction and Catholic. 
Before the elections are quite done the old 
love of a ‘‘ruction” will assert itself. 

The two inns at Dungannon glare at each 
other across the sloping square near the top 

of the hill. The Conservative tavern is re- 
splendent with a huge coat-of-arms with 
distressful eagles as supporters, the em- 
blems of Lord Ranfurly, who owns the big 
residence and enormous demesne to the 
south of the town, jealously guarded by. its 
lofty and thick stone walls. These birds 
fix a baleful eye on the National tavern op- 
posite, kept by the father-in-law of the 
member, and squint ominously at the dwell- 
ing of the latter a little further up. The 
square is large, and at its head a modern 
gabled building, with tower and crenelated 
walls, contains a large force of constabulary. 

Just nowthere are more constables than 
citizens in the upper town. The moy- 
ing mass is before the Court House 
awaiting returns. Hark! There goes 
the cheer. The group _ before the 
popular tavern is agitated, while all is high- 
»red silence and loneliness at the Ranfurly 
Arms. A youth rushes panting up from the 
lower town, but will answer no questions. 
A comical little fellow in a coat faded to a 
charming tene of ochre, a brown, weasel’s 
face, hat on one ear, and a slender stick 
under his arm, can keep his air of gentle- 
manly unconcern no longer. “ I’m thinking 
Tl loy out a bit and teak an obsarvaytion,” 
says he, and darts down the square, to the 
silent disgust of many large police. The 
latter are now in great form. A very obese, 
white-haired officer has been stationing 
them here and there. A line, two deep, is 
drawn up at the foot, facing a certain 
street. Another big squadis half way u 
the square. A third, and these are arme 
with rifles, stand before their barracks. 
The cheering draws near, and up from the 
lower town comes a motley, a ragged, a 
workaday crowd, comprising many boys 
and girls, and behind them, drawn by work- 
ingmen, comes a wagonette with Reynolds, 
member of Parliament, the re-elect. 

The crowd is enthusiastic, but not at all 
dangerous looking. But the squad of police 
face them asif each man had dynamite in 
his pocket, and as the wagonette approaches 
the house of the member of Parliament the 
lower squad follows, the middle squad is 
thrown out behind them, and the upper 
squad stand to their guns. Besides all this 
yoopenetion there are the members of Par- 

iament, who, maving now escaped from the 
crowd, deliver speeches from an upper win- 
dow. They are weary from other philip- 
ics delivered to a still larger mob in the 
ower city, and eachspeaker in turn coun- 
sels ae tells them to go home singly, and 
speaks with gratitude of the Protestants 
who voted for home rule. 
and given for these Liberal voters and for 
the defeated Conservative. The crowd dis- 
perses, and the stout policemen console 
themselves by bullying a few lumpish 
youths who linger on the square. The Bel- 
ast riots have made such an impression 
that wherever an Orangeman is seen talk- 
ing to his friend the police imagine that the 
rane of a Catholicis then and there de- 
creed. 

“The Moy,” or rather the village named 
after that plain on the Blackwater, is only 
four miles off, but it isin the district that 
William O’Brien stands for, and the Nation- 
alists confess they have little hope of his 
election. America and the grave have ab- 
sorbed many Parnellite voters in the last 
six months. Full of spirit, however, they 
take wagonettes and outside cars to the lit- 
tle village on the Ulster Blackwater, famous 
for Charlemont Castle, named for its 
founder, Charles, Lord Mountjoy, and once 
owned by King Charles Il. Moy is a pros- 

rous-looking place with a strong Italian 
Took.

The first carriages 
elicited gentle mutterings like ‘Boo! To 
h— wid the Pope,” or “Oh, for the Protest- 
hat drum! Boo!” But when O’Brien came the 
oup outspake: “ Down wid Parnell and the 
a —*To h— wid O’Brien—Whooroo !” 
We were in luck that no stones were handy, 
or the boys of that family would have 
left their ancestral mark on mere than 
one of our heads. But the climax 
came in quite another and more agree- 
able form, Peering from the doorwa: 
and gradually emerging, her rosy face ge 
ting momentarily paler, the maid of all 
work, a buxom and by no means ill favored 
lass, witnessed the conduct of the family 
she served with feelings written plain on 
her face _and figure. The strain was too 
eat, With one bound she was in the mid- 
le of the road behind O’Brien’s wagon, her 
blonde hair flying, her apron whirling in the 
air. ‘‘Hurroo for O’Brien! Hurroo for Par- 
nell! God save ould Ireland,” she cried. 
Then, as everybody burst into shouts of 
laughter at this unexpected diversion, she 
stopped short, blushed crimson, hung her 
head, and shot back into the house as sud- 
denly as a rabbit vanishes in its burrow. 
The women, the priests, and clergymen 
are potent forces in this campaign, but I 
doubt whether the politicians on either side 
are entirely grateful to them. They cannot 
be discouraged, however, and their help is 
necessarily sought. As strangers in this 
out-of-the-way place we were asked to the 
heroic banquet that hospitable Canon Coyne 
apologized for as a mere trifle to eat and 
drink. Certainly that parsonage, a comfort- 
able old building, commanding a lovely 
rolling landscape, the towers of Charle- 
mont and stretches of the Blackwater and 
the Ulster Canal, overflowed with kindly 
jovial men of the church, _ brimfu 
ot politics, humor and good cheer. 
The speaking by and in behalf of Will- 
iam O’Brien was on the square shaded by its 
Italian trees. A very quiet crowd of homespun 
figures surrounded the drag; the windows 
all about were crammed and the most in- 
telligent attention was paid to the orators. 
Orators they are, itis certain, and natural 
orators. William O’Brien is near-sighted 
and when he rises to speak he has a fix 
look that makes one expect something im- 
portant, and listen for each well chosen 
word. The burden of his short and ve 
effective speech was the hope that the Pro 
estant electors would not permit themselves 
to be confused by the old No Pop cry 
and believe that they would ever be in 
danger from Catholic aggression. He point- 
ed out that it was to draw their attention 
from the real point at issue, land re- 
form, that the Conservatives made 
use of the old appeals to bigotry. 
He was followed by Reynolds, 6 
just elected member of Parliament, whose 
owledge of local matters brought roars 
of approval and laughter from the crowd. 
Dr. Tanner, member of Parliament for Cork, 
a Protestant, who is very quick with his 
fists, and another man of the same faith 
named Moffat, had their say in support of 
*Brien; the stump was closed by Mr. 
Leamy, member of Parliament, an Irishman 
more typically Irish in appearance and man- 
ner than any of the others. He seems ill at 
ease on the stump, and sometimes says an 
injudicious thing; but when worked up to 
eloquence pitch carries the crowd with him 
by a burst of genuine, unstudied, dead-in- 
earnest oratory. In this knot of laymen 
and priests, of Catholics and Protestants, 
ofmen from all gs of Ireland, amon 
whom two out of three are ready wit 
anecdote and joke, Leamy, member of 
Parliament, easily takes the ead in 
joviality, but when it comes to speaking he 
1s the fieriest and most impressive of alL 
The crowd was thick about the wagon, then 
came a clear space of five paces or more 
then asmall group of men and boys. an 
among them the Church of England Rector, 
listening at that distance to the guns of the 
coney. The Rector’s face was astudy when 
one of the speakers alluded to him in com- 
pliment for being sufficiently liberal to come 
to a home rule macting._ There was no dis- 
turbance whatever at Moy; only a few con- 
stables were in sight, but at other places in 
Tyrone the orators for home rule were given 
a taste of the famous Ulster Orangeism. 
In these towns they sell song books in 
orange covers called “The C n Ban- 
ner,” or ‘The Protestant hd Song Book,” 
in which such morsels as ‘‘ William’s Birth- 
day” and ‘‘ Wake, Sons of William, Wake,” 
do not refer to William Gladstone, but a 
very tiresome German-Dutch King who lived 
a couple of centuries ago, and whom all men 
save a minority of the voters of Ulster are 
only too glad to forget. The songs do not 
at all approach in scurrilousness what the 
Belfast mobs chant in chorus, but they are 
doubtless eifective among a better sort of 
Orangemen. Returning to Dungannon we 
met an Orange funeral; the car of strange 
shape—big, black, and portentous; the fol- 
lowers wearing sashes of all shades of yel- 
low. To-day—since the police have relaxed 
their precautions—the defeated side have 
relieved their feelings by singing ribald 
songs of an Orange tint, by ‘‘ boo’-ing 
vigorously the police, who are largely Cath- 
olics from Southern Ireland; by breakin 
heads, damaging the Nationalist inn, an 
smashing a few windows in the house of 
Reynolds, member of Parliament, solicitor, 
while from other towns in Tyrone comes the 
news of personal attacks, fortunately insig- 
nificant in their results, on the Parnellite 
candidate whom we heard yesterday at 
Moy. Kay.

UNOEREMONIOUS BUT JUST, 

Cx1caGco, Aug, 9.—A special dispatch from 
Indianapolis, says: ‘‘One week’ago last Satur- 
day some of the people living at Birdseye, Du- 
bois County, and the surrounding country, gave 
@ picnic, which was largely attended, About 7 
o’clock in the evening, as the people were re- 
turning to their homes, a horrible tragedy was 
enacted. Among those in attendance were a 
Mr, Waller, his two daughters, and a man named 
Faultz. While going home they were attacked 
by two farmers, Thomas Hobbs and his son, as 
they were passing Hobbs’s house. The two men 
were seated in a fence corner, and immediately 
openee tire on the purines party. Faultz was 
killed instantly and Waller fatally wounded. 
The young ladies escaped injury, although they 
were sitting by the side of the two men during 
the shooting. Waller was taken to a farmhouse 
near by, where he died last Sunday. Citizens of 
Birdseye and the surrounding country organized 
amob Saturday night. They went to Hobbs’s 
house with the intention of lynching the two 
murderers. The latter were apprised of the 
movements of the mob, and fled to the woods. The 

ursuers were on horseback, but were compelled 

o abandon their horses and give chase on foot. 
The mob was composed of about 100 men, who 
were determined to carry out their intention. 
The two murderers were finally discovered, and 
then a wild chase took place, the posse running 
and yelling, jumping over fences and following 
them through fields. When the posse came upon 
the murderers the latter turned and showed 
fight, but strong hands soon overpowered them, 
Two staiwart men stepped forward with ropes, 
quickly tied them around the necks of the two 
victims, and then threw the ends over project- 
ing limbs of atree. Without further ceremony 
the two men were swung to the night breeze. 
The ropes were fastened tight to a tree, and the 
mob then drew their revolvers and riddled the 
bodies of the lynched men with bullets. A feud 
had existed between Waller and Hobbs for along 
time, and Hobbs squared it by murdering Waller 
and also an innocent man, obbs and his son

TOBACOQO AT AUVOTION. 
Cuicaco, Aug. 9.—The stock of the Allen 
Tobacco Company, which failed some time ago, 
was put up for sale to-day by the Sheriffon the first 
judgment of the court for $50,000 in favor of E. 
C. Allen, of Beloit, Wis., father of C. W. Allen, who 
was said to have put in over $60,000 to start the 


establishment, The entire pres is-a very valu- 
able one. The machinery is reported to hava 
cost $150,000, and is pronoun the most com- 
lete of any tobacco works in this country, with 
he exception of Lorillards’, in New York. This 
machinery is to be sold, and it is not expected 
that it will realize more than $20,000, as it 
would be almost useless to any one except 
some tobacco manufacturer who should 
step in and ts 4 the premises. 
The attention of the buyers today was 
principally attracted to the large stock of 
prepared and packed ohewing and smoking to- 
cco. The stuff was put up in lots, the various 
brands of tobacco being assorted and placed to- 
go. These lots averaged from about 300 to 
00 pounds each. All the other goods were in 
lots and each lot was sold separately, There 
were but few bidders. The prices obtained for 
the tobacco in boxes and pails averaged about 
one-half of the list Bony Most of these goods 
were unstamped. Over 60,000 pouaes of smok- 
ing tobacco in bulk were bid in by E. C, m at 
from 1% to 3 cents per pound, the leaf of which 
cost not less than 15 cents a pound. Thousands 
of tobacco sacks and boxes went at small prices,

RAISED BANK NOTES. 


ONE AND TWO DOLLAR B).LLS MADE INTO 
HIGHER DENOMIMATIONS, 

Detroit, Aug. 9—For some time past the 
extreme western parts «ft Ontario have been 
flooded with $1 and $2 A nerican bank notes 
raised to $10 notes. Three or four arrests have 
been made, but the prisoners have been speedily 
discharged, being entirely Innocent. The raisers 
of the notes have just been accidentally discov- 
ered, On Saturday afternoon, Rogers, a provin- 
cial detective, proceeded to the farm of Mr.

When 
the young men, who were working in a 
field, saw Rogers coming, they made for 
the river and succeeded in crossing to Marine 
City, about four miles distant on the Michigan 
side, just across the St. Clair flats and about 
four miles distant. Roger went to the house to 
search for stolen goods and found a portion of 
the proceeds of two robberies in the boys’ rooms. 
He also discovered nine American one-dollar 
bank notes that had been raised to $10, a large 
wr of paper used for making the changes 
wo engraved plates,a quantity of paint an 
brushes, and acid used for erasing the original 
figures on the notes. The work of raising the 
number of the notes was very neatly executed 
by means of soft paper and plates. The latter 
were guage in Detroit. Detective Rogers took 
charge of the entire outfit and will acquaint the 
United States Government with the facts.

Secretary Bayarp seems to regard-the 
adverse criticisms which have been made 
upon the demand for the unconditional re- 
lease of CUTTING as “‘ partisan misrepresen- 
tations,” calculated to embarrass the Gov- 
ernment and encourage Mexico in its atti- 
tude of resistance. It is not a case for par- 
tisanship, but partisanship cannot alter the 
facts. If the case were precisely as stated 
by Mr. Bayarp, that Mexico claims the 
right to try and to punish an American citi- 
ven for a crime committed against a 
Mexican within the United States, and if it 
hhad acted upon such a claim in CUTTING’S 
case, then there would hardly be a differ- 
ence of opinion upon the subject. But when 
an American living in Mexico crosses the 
\ order to print a libel upon a Mexican citi- 
gion and goes back to circulate it to the in- 
pu.ty of the latter there, the offense is com- 
miited in Mexico, as all law recognizes a 
libe] as committed where itis circulated. 
The claim of the State Department is in 

effect that Mexico has no right to prosecute 
and punish an American for a crime com- 
mitted within its own jurisdiction. Wemay 
-el] maintain the doctrine that Americans 
‘can not and shall not be tried in Mexico for 
lecrixnes committed in the United States, even 
though their victims are Mexicans, but in 
ymain taining that doctrine we need a better 
ease than that of Currmc. Of course 
everybody will agree with Mr. Bayarp that 
Cuttine’s character has nothing to do with 
the matter and that it is a question of+prin- 
ciple. 








The President has renominated Mr. Mat- 
news, of Albany, as Recorder of Deeds for 
the District of Columbia. Mr. MATTHEWS 
will enter on his office at once, and even ifnot 
eonfirmed by the Senate at the next session, 
he will hold it until March 4, 1887. He 
will, however, probably be confirmed. His 
appointment is an entirely proper one, 
as he has the requisite capacity 
for the office, and is a man of 
good repute. The principal reasons that 
he was not confirmed at the last ses- 
gion are that the Republican Senators 
wished to keep Mr. FREDERICK DouGLass 
in office as long as possible, and that they 
didi not wish a colored man to hold office 
from a Democratic President. The first rea- 
son no longer exists, as Mr. DouGuass is 
out anyway, it is not likely that the sec- 
ond will prevent Mr. MaTTHEWs’s confir- 


mation. 








The agreement of the Chicago makers of 
butterine and oleomargarine to test the 
constitutionality of the Oleomargarine act 
passed by Congress is natural. A resort to 
the courts, however, is expensive, and, even 
if successful, might only lead to the passage 
of some other statute Jess open to legal ob- 
jections and more onerous upon them. The 
manufacturers would do well to reflect upon 
the two most remarkable points in the 
President’s message on this subject. One of 


these declares that “hardly a pound [of 
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+ oleomargarine}] ever entered a poor man’s: 


house under its real name and in its real 
character,” while the second points out the 
great importance of the statuto phrase, 
‘“‘ made in imitation or semblance of butter.” 
If the Chicago manufacturers would bend 
their energies to devising for oleomargar- 
ine some permanent tint, such as light pink 
or light green, just as agreeable to the eye 
as that of dairy butter, yet distinct from 
it, they could at once and forever put an 
end to the reproach pronounced by the 


President, and at the same time completely 


flank the war tax law. Without material 
expense they would establish a reputable 
industry, and while of course their sales 
would at first fall off, in the end, when 
those who desire a cheap substitute for 
butter should find the taste of oleomar- 
garine agreeable, and should receive also 
@ guarantee of its wholesomeness from 
manufacturers and dealers of high char- 
acter, the demand for it would grow rapidly. 








While we have strong doubts that Mr. 
Henry IRVING intends hereafter to devote 
his services as an actor and producer of 
plays exclusively to London, his denial that 
the object of his present visit is in.any way 
connected with his professional work must, 
of course, be accepted as definite. Still, the 
fact that Mr. Irvrye has chosen to pass 
his short vacation in this country proves 
that he likes Americans. as well as 
Americans like him. He made a great 
deal of money here, and would prob- 
ably make as much more if he 
again brought his admirable company of 
actors across the ocean. Meanwhile Mr. 
IRVING is welcome in whatever capacity he 
chooses to visit us. He is deservedly 
one of the distinguished men of his 
time, a man of remarkable sagacity, 
originality, and industry. It may not be 
true thata branch of the famous Lyceum 
Theatre of London is to be established in 
this city, but we are not willing to believe 
that Mr. Irvrxe’s skill as an actor and man- 
ager is never again to be enjoyed in New- 
York. 








The fears that the meek and long-snffer- 
ing Orangemen of Ulster would be sup- 
pressed under an Irish Government of Ire- 
land ought to be dispelled by the rioting at 
Belfast. The riots are characteristically 
Irish in one respect, that nobody engaged in 
them seems to know what they are about. 
Fighting for its own sake is quite as allur- 
ing an occupation to the Presbyterians of 
Ulster as to the Catholics of Connaught. 
Asin the former riot at Belfast it was ad- 
mitted that all the outrages were aimed at 
Roman Catholics, it may be assumed that 
these riots have the same point of attack. 
The constabulary and the British troops are 
not beloved by the Irish peasantry. It may 
therefore be assumed also that they would 
not have fired upon the Protestant rioters 
unless the rioting was very outrageous. 
The most deplorable incidents of the fight- 
ing, as usual, are the casualtics among inno- 
cent bystanders, many of them children, 
who are not to be blamed as adults are for 
putting themselves in the way of stray bul- 
lets. When the next Irish debate comes on 
itis likely that the question, What is to be 
done for the poor Protestants of Ulster ? will 
not excite the House of Commons.so much 
as it did before. 
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THE OASEH AGAINST SQUIRE. 
The evidence of City Chamberlain Ivrvs 
before the Mayor yesterday confirms in the 
clearest and most conclusive manner the 
worst construction that can be put upon the 
letter of Commissioner SQUIRE to MAURICE 
B. Fiynn. He was told by both FLYNN 
and HvusEert O. THOMPSON that the letter 
was written by SQUIRE at FLYNn’s dicta- 
tion. There is no doubt that it secured, 
through the influence of FLYNN and 
THOMPSON, the confirmation of SQUIRE as 
Commissioner of Public Works, and that 
it was @ serious agreement to submit to 
FLYNn’s direction in making appointments 
and removals and in conducting the busi- 
ness of the department and to resign at his 
demand On the very first day of SQUIRE’s 
term of office Mr. THompson told the 
Mayorin the presence of Mr. Ivins that he 
(THOMPSON) had control of the Department 
of Public Works through Mr. SquIRz, that 
he could pledge the latter to do whatever he 
wanted, and that he could secure his retire- 
ment from the office whenever he pleased. 
There is.no:question that his confidence 
rested on this corrupt agreement with 
FLYNN. 4 

A little more-than'two months later-it ap- 
peared from a conversation with THOMPSON 
in Washington that he was getting dis- 
satisfied with SQuIRE’s course, and the state- 
ment was then repeated that his resigna- 
tion could be had on demand. In Septem- 
ber following SqurrE himself admitted to 
Mr. Ivrins that he had written a letter of 
resignation at FLYNN’s request, which was 
at that time in the possession of his lawyer, 
Mr. NEWCOMBE, but declared that he 
should revoke it and that ‘those fel- 
lows could not get him out of office 
after all.’ It was in December last 
that Mr. Ivins first learned from Mr. 
THOMPSON’S own lips of the existence of 
the incriminating letter of agreement, dated 
Dec. 26, 1884. It was placed in THOMP- 
sON’s custody by FLYNN, but both were by 
that time very much dissatisfied with the 
way Squire had failed to keep his agree- 
ment, and were anxious to get him out of 
office if a successor satisfactory to them 
could be named. Soon after that it was 
known to Fitynn that Mr. Ivuns had seen 
the letter and obtained a copy of it, and the 
former admitted that it was written. at his 
dictation. He was much concerned as to 
whether he could safely make use of it to 
get SqurreE out of office. 

When Mr. D. LowBeR SMITH was re- 
moved from the position of Deputy Com- 
missioner of Public Works Mr. THOMPSON 
plainly declared that it was in violation of 
the contract with FLYNN, as the removal 
‘was made without the latter's permission. 
From that time on Mr. THOMPSON was 


anxious that the letter should be used . 


against Squirz, and Mr. FLYNN vacillated 
on the subject for fear of the effect upon 
himself. FLYNN himself declared to Mr. 
Ivins that Squire had violated his pledges 
to him, and that he was determined 
to use the letter against him, and told of 


a trick by which he had pretended to 
| Squire to destroy it. But his fear of 
the consequences to himself, and his ina- 
bility to induce Mayor Grace to make any 
promises in regard to SQUIRE’s successor, pre- 
vented him from agreeing with TuHompson 
as to the use of the letter, and he cast about 
for some other method of proceeding against 
the Commissioner. He admitted that he 
thad given SQUIRE money, and suggested a 
proceeding for bribery. 

Finally THOMPSON got “tired of fooling 
with Finn,” and took the responsibility 
himself a few days before his death of giv- 
ing the letter to Mr. Ivrvs to be turned over 
to the Commissioners of Accounts for use in 
formulating charges against the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. FLYNN remained 
in ignorance of this even after THOMPSON’S 
death, and promised himself to produce the 
letter if he could not get SqurRE’s resigna- 
tion. Thus the history of this famous 
document is established beyond dis- 
pute. It was a serious agreement 
made by SQuiRE with FLYNN, written by 
the former at the latter’s dictation. It was 
intended to secure and did secure SQUIRE’S 
confirmation, and it was intended to turn 
over appointments and removals and the 
conduct of business in the Department of 
Public Works to the control of FLynn. As 
soon as he felt secure in his office SQUIRE 
began to violate his agreement and to yield 
to the control of Tammany, but the letter of 
resignation which he admits having writ- 
ten and the action of THOMPSON and FLYNN 
throughout show that the compact was a 
most serious affair with all the parties con- 
cerned. 

No amount of hard swearing or subtle 
quibbling can wipe out this damning rec- 
ord, and in the face of it Gov. Hii can 
hardly hesitate about his duty when his ap- 
proval of Squire’s removal from office is 
asked for. A statement attributed to him 
in regard to his judicial relation to the mat- 
ter seems to imply a purpose of delaying 
action. That will hardly do. It is not his 
business to go all over the case in a judicial 
manner as a court of appeals, but to say 
whether the cause for removal on the evi- 
dence adduced before the Mayor is suf- 
ficient. He will be expected to act 
promptly or lie under the suspicion of 
wishing to keep a felon as well as an in- 
competent in office until certain political 
bargains involving the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion have been carried out. It is a question 
for Gov. Hii to decide whether hecan af- 
ford to occupy an equivocal position in a 
matter so serious as this. In the meantime 
the District Attorney, the Grand Jury, and 
the criminal courts have a most important 
duty to perform, which should not be de- 
layed one moment longer than is neces- 
sary. Both FLYNN and SqurrE have been 
guilty of a most pernicious and dangerous 
crime, and they should be speedily brought 
to trial for it. 








MR. TILDENS WILL. 

Mr. TILDEN’S will makes a disposition of 
his estate at once public-spirited and saga- 
cious. His fortune appears to be consider- 
ably less than the estimates of its amount 
current during his lifetime. Nevertheless 
it is amply sufficient to “found a family” 
and to encourage a number of persons to 
grow up in idleness with more money to 
spend than is good for themselves or for 
those who come within their influence. 
This is the usual disposition of great fort- 
unes, andif Mr. TimpEN had left children 
he might have succumbed to the temptation 
to follow this custom. Fortunately for the 
public he did not follow it, and while those 
of his kindred who had claims upon him 
have not been forgotten Mr. TILDEN did not 
feel called upon to do more for them than to 
insure them against want and dependence, 
which is in most cases the best and utmost 
service that inherited money can render. 

The will is public-spirited in the dis- 
position directed to be made by it of the 
bulk of the estate, practically of the whole 
estate, since the legacies are for the most 
part of the income of sums to be afterward 
added to the principal. It is sagacious in 
leaving to the Executors the details of the 
distribution. The duty devolved upon the 
Executors makes them the first Trustees, 
in behalf of the public, of -a per- 
manent trust. As Mr. TILDEN probably 
did not feel equal, at the time when his will 
was made, to thinking out the details of such 
plans as he may have made for public bene- 
factions, it was wise in him to leave the 
discretion of his Executors unhampered. 
The public library of Yonkers and that of 
New-Lebanon are almost the only endow- 
ments which the will appears to prescribe. 
With reference to the bulk of the estate 
the Trustees are left entirely unfettered. 

This power carries with it a grave re- 
sponsibility of which the Trustees named 
by Mr. TILDEN will no doubt acquit them- 
selves intelligently as well as conscientious- 
ly. They will naturally hold themselves 
bound by any oral directions they may have 
received from the testator. Whether the 
rumors which have been spread of Mr. Tr- 
DEN’s intention to endow a library in this 
city have proceeded from information or 
have arisen merely froma general sense of 
the obvious fitness of such a course, it seems 
probable that the Trustees will best dis- 
charge their trust by concentrating the 
money at their disposal upon a single bene- 
faction which shall be at once a monument 
to Mr. TILDEN and a blessing to the people 
of New-York. 

There is an obvious fitness, as we have 
said, in the project of a public library. New- 
York is very far from having a great public 
library, and the part of the Tilden estate 
applicable to that purpose would goa long 
way toward supplying that want. It. is 
probably safe to assume that $4,000,000 will 
ultimately be available for this purpose, 
and $4,000,000 is just ten times the sum 
bequeathed for a public library by JoHN 
JacosB Astor forty years ago. The Astor 
Library, as a library of reference for stu- 
dents, is of great value, and its value might 
have been greatly increased if the fund 
which endowed thé Lenox Library had been 
used in supplementing it instead of being 
devoted to a separate establishment, which 
isan impressive monument of its founder, 
but is of very slight public utility. 
It remains true, however, that a public 
library in the sense in which Boston pos- 
sesses @ public library is lacking to New- 








York, and it is discreditable to New-York 
that three libraries in Boston, including 
Cambridge, have something like 100,000 
volumes more than all the public or quasi- 
public libraries of New-York put together. 
It would bo a public misfortune if the 
Tilden library, assuming that such a thing 
is to be, should merely repéat the 
Astor, as the Lenox repeats it, under re- 
strictions making it even less serviceable. 
On the other hand, by considering what 
part of the work of a great public library is 
already done for New-York, and what re- 
mains to do, and by working in co-operation 
with the Trustees of the existing libraries, 
Mr. TiLpEN’s Executors have it in their 
power to do the city an inestimable service 
by which the testator will be gratefully re- 
membered long after it has been forgotten 
that he was a candidate for President of the 
United States. 
THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The situation in Wall-street just now is 
interesting, not somuch in itself as in the 
indications it affords of the condition of 
business throughout the country. The fall 
in the surplus over reserve held by the banks 
of the city, as shown in the last report, has 
been seized upon in various quarters as a 
pretext for gloomy predictions and for at- 
tacks upon the Treasury Department as the 
real author of the anticipated trouble. The 
fact is, as any one familiar with the course 
of affairs understands, that the decrease in 
the surplus of the banks and the slight hard- 
ening of the rates for money are so far 
from discouraging signs that they are 
a sound basis for reasonable  confi- 








‘dence. That money should not bo so 


easily obtainable asit has been for a long 
time past, for use in Wall-street, is in no 
sense a misfortune in itself, and since itis 
due to the fact that the money is in demand 
for business uses more profitable and gener- 
ally more legitimate than those of the 
Street, it is a direct benefit to the country. 
The mode of conducting affairs in the Street 
has changed somewhat of recent years, and 
the connection between the stock market 
and the substantial business of the country 
has become more intimate, extended, and 
immediate. But manipulation plays a large 
part there still, and difficulty in getting 
money for manipulation is not a matter for 
the country to mourn over. 

The effect of the monetary situation even 
in Wall-street, however, is by no means like- 
ly to be such as the partisan comments 
would lead us to suppose. A general de- 
mand for money will squeeze some of the 
fictitious value ont of stocks that have been 
given a price higher than belongs to them, 
and this will probably be the case with 
some of the so-called “better,” because 
higher-priced, securities, which have been 
most available as collateral, or have been 
used as temporary investments by business 
men who may now have other uses for 
their money. But the general increase in 
confidence that is at once the cause and the 
consequence of a general increase in busi- 
ness activity will stimulate dealings in 
Wall-street. This stimulus will naturally 
be felt most in that considerable range of 
securities based on property of moderate 
but substantial value and dependent on bus- 
iness which will feel the general impetus. 
It is impossible to say how far this influence 
will be felt or for how long a time. It 
affords no excuse for speculation, andit is 
not likely, under existing circumstances, to 
lead to much speculation. But the opera- 
tion of it is clearly encouraging rather 
than otherwise. 

Whatever the result of the present situ- 
ation, the notion that the administration 
of the Treasury is responsible for it is 
absurd. It is particularly absurd to hold 
that administration accountable for evils 
that are still in the future and that 
are anticipated only by the lively im- 
agination of partisan writers. The Treas- 
ury Department has been forced to 
make the best of a bad set of laws, and it 
has done so with good judgment, in good 
faith, and with great practical skill. The 
law makes the department a vast banking 
institution as well as the agency for the 
collection of revenues and the payment of 
the public expenditures. If it performed 
the latter functions only, its path would 
be very clear, especially if we had 
@ currency of uniform, fixed intrinsic 
value, the volume of which was regulated 
by the laws of trade. But the department 
is required, in addition to its legitimate 
functions, to maintain at par the legal 
tender notes which it cannot pay and re- 
tire, and to coin every year some thirty-odd 
millions of dollars, worth intrinsically only 
twenty-four millions. This is no small task, 
and it has been performed with courage, 
firmness, sagacity, and fidelity. If the de- 
mand for money for legitimate uses becomes 
strong enough to create a field for the circu- 
lation of silver dollars at par the task will 
be much simplified. 








LABORS OIVIL WAR. 

When General Master Workman POWDER- 
Ly finds time to look into the affairs of the 
Knights of Labor in this vicinity he will 
discover that District Assembly No. 49 
stands greatly in need of discipline and 
reorganization. The quarrel between the 
assembly and the Cigarmakers’ Progressive 
Union culminated Sunday afternoon 
in a free fight, and although the 
assembly had won a temporary advan- 
tage before the meeting became trans- 
formed into a group of slugging matches, 
when the smoke of battle was lifted it was 
by no means clear that the Progressive 
Union had been worsted. Atall events it 
had found substantial encouragement in 
the decision reached by its old rival, the In- 
ternational Union, that $20,000 should be 
appropriated for the relief of those whom 
the assembly is pursuing, and in the resolu- 
tions of sympathy adopted by the Central 
Labor Union of Boston. 

To those who are not familiar with the 
recent history of labor organizations in 
‘New-York this contest must seem almost 
inexplicable. They see the Knights of 
Labor, an organization ostensibly created 
for the advancement of workingmen, joining 
hands with employers, going into the shops 
‘of these employers, and driving from work 
thousandsof men. Moreover, many of these 
men are members of the order in good stand- 
‘ing. Not only does the order deprive men 





of work, but it also has undertaken to fill 
their places with other workmen brought 
from abroad—a task which employers 
usually are forced to perform themselves 
and in opposition to the Knights of Labor. 
This curious condition of affairs has been 
caused by the Knights’ determination to 
crush all trades unions which have an in- 
dependent existence, even if the unions 
have become associated with the order. 
About a year ago there were two rival 
cigarmakers’ unions in this city, the Pro- 
gressive and the International, the latter 
existing also in other cities. The Progress- 
ive Union joined the Knights of Labor, 
hoping thereby to gain some advan- 
tage over its rival. It did induce the 
Knights to issue a white label for 
cigars, to bd@ used against the blue 
label of the International Union. But 
the latter was a strong organization, and it 
did not suffer. The Knights then demanded 
that the Progressive Union snould be dis- 
solved, and that its members should be 
merged completely into the order to which 
they had become attached. The Progressive 
Union would not comply. The Knights—or 
District Assembly No. 49—then entered into 
an agreement with those who employed thes 
members of the Progressive Union. The 
assembly’s representatives entered the 
shops as masters and gave to their unyield- 
ing brethren the option of disbanding their 
union or going out into the streets, 
Thousands preferred to go into the streets 
and were compelled todo so. Whereupon 
the Knights undertook to fill their places. 
The so-called strikes, then, are lockouts 
caused by the Knights working in conjunc- 
tion with the employers against a body of 
their own fellow-members who will not con- 
sent to surrender rights which every 
workingman ought to retain. One result of 
this high-handed action of District Assem- 
bly No. 49 has been a reconciliation be- 
tween the International Union and its 
old rival and enemy, and the Interna- 
tional has already voted to assist the 
Progressive Union with large contributions 
of money. The Central Labor Union of this 
city is an organization in which the trades 
unions as well as thé local assemblies of the 
Knights of Labor are represented. At a 
meeting held on Aug. 1 the Central Labor 
Union voted to support the Progressive 
Union in its fight with the Knights of La- 
bor. District Assembly No. 49 deter- 
mined that this vote must be re- 
versed. By means of a secret circular 
it packed the meeting held last Sunday 
afternoon with enough of its men to make a 


safe working majority, and before the meet- 


ing ended in blows the obnoxious resolution 
had been recalled and tabled by a majority 
of 20 in a total vote of about 350. But while 
the tellers were at work upon the votes cast 
for or against a motion to repeal this resolu- 
tion the opposing factions substituted their 
fists for the usual course of parliamentary 
procedure, and the meeting broke up in wild 
disorder. 

We have sketched the history of this war 
within the ranks of organized workingmen, 
because it is a contest that may greatly re- 
tard the development of the order over 
which Mr. POWDERLY presides, and because 
it brings into bald relief some of the most 
objectionable characteristics of that order. 
The power which District Assembly No. 49 
is now attempting to exercise is the power 
of tyranny. It is a power  irresponsi- 
ble, dictatorial, oppressive, and wholly 
at variance with free institutions. 
It is exercised nat for the benefit of 
workingmen, but for their injury and for 
the aggrandizement of those who control 
the organization that displays it. We do 
not believe that the course of District As- 
sembly No. 49 will be approved by the 
order at large or by its chief officers. It 
tends to enslave workingmen and to set up 
a power that would be despotism so far as 
those who control are concerned, and that 
would enforce a degrading Communism 
with regard to those who are controlled. 








THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

Radical as is the reorganization of the Na- 
tional Guard of New-York effected by Gen- 
eral Order No. 21, the soundness of its prin- 
ciple seems to be conceded; and were it 
somewhat less sweeping in scope, it would 
command almost universal acceptance. 
Even among the division and brigade of- 
ficers who, through its issue find their oc- 
cupations gone, there are some who have 
long recognized that the present organiza- 
tion is top-heavy, and that it interposes be- 
tween the regimental or brigade organiza- 
tions and the Adjutant-General a set of 
officers who have little of absolute necessity 
to do, while some of them, except on show 
occasions, practically do almost nothing ex- 
cept transmit orders that would go as well 
or better without them. 

It would be a great injustice, however, to 
intimate that the present division and bri- 
gade commanders have been useless, and a 
still greater error to suppose that the su- 
perfluity of high officers in the militia is a 
peculiarity of this State. The thorough sol- 
diership of the commander of the Second 
Division, for example, and his exceptional 
zeal for the well-being of his command, have 
been of great advantage to the Brooklyn 
troops, and his retirement would be a dis- 
tinct loss. Many special efforts at instruc- 
tion and training in practical matters, such 
as riot duty, attack and defense by night, 
signaling, ordinary road marching, and field 
movements, have been due to this officer, 
aided by his staff. Among brigade com- 
manders, too, through the State, several 
could be picked out, present or past, who 
would have high claims to appointment to 
the command of the new brigades. 

As to the top-heaviness of the militia or- 
ganization a reference to Gen. DRum’s an- 
nual statistics on this subject will show 
that in some other States the disproportion 
of general and staff officers has been greater 
than in New-York, since the latter has 
much the largest number of organized, 
armed, and uniformed enlisted men. Some 
of the States a few years ago seemed almost 
to be aiming at the ideal military organiza- 
tion of Artemus Ward, in which every man 
‘was an officer. Still, it must be conceded 
that four divisions are too many, consider- 
ing only the element of numbers, for an or- 
ganization including an aggregate of fewer 
than 12,000 men. In: peace times the sub- 
stitution of four brigades for these four. 
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divisions, as has now been done, is perhaps 
not impracticable, although it certainly im- 
plies some very full brigades. 

Perhaps the chief point of criticism that 
can be made against the new organization 
is that while eleven or twelve thousand men 
may easily be distributed into four nearly 
equal brigades, it happens that in this State 
the geographical location of the troopsis such 
—they being massed principally in New- 
York and Brooklyn—as to make one or two 
of the brigades unwieldy, while the compo- 
nent parts of the others will be but loosely 
held together. The troops of New-York City, 
for example, constitute henceforth only one 
brigade; yet there are in this brigade no 
fewer than eight regiments and two bat- 
teries—regiments, too, as strong in numbers 
as the Seventh and Twenty-second. The 
new Second Brigade, formerly the Second 
Division, is also very full in numbers, 
though not equaling in this respect the 
New-York brigade. It may be suggested 
that this-difficulty of unwieldiness in hand- 
ling could be obviated by having two bri- 
gades in each of these cities, with a Major- 
General’s divisional command over them; 
or. at all events, two brigades in New-York 
and one in Brooklyn under a Major-General. 
But while this arrangement might seem a 
very good one so far as these two cities are 
concerned, there could be no symmet- 
rical organization of the same kind 
for the rest of the State, it being 
difficult to combine the separate companies 
and other commands so as to make a uni- 
form and harmonious system. In the new 
Third Brigade, with headquarters at Albany, 
there is not now even one regimental organ- 
ization; in the Fourth there are only two 
regiments, the separate companies and bat- 
teries making up the rest. 

It should be remembered that the new or- 
ganization is in its nature experimental, de- 
signed to get rid of much useless machinery, 
and should it be found by experience to 
have gone a little too far in this direction, 
though this is not now expected by the Ad- 
jutant-General, it will be an easy matter 
hereafter to modify the present arrange- 
ment. Meanwhile the gain will be appar- 
ent in the matter of promptness and direct- 
ness in transmitting orders and acting upon 
them. 








The Jacksonville Times-Union notes the 
fact that the County Conventions and the 
Congressional District Convention, lately 
held in Florida, “‘heartily ‘indorsed Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND and his policy of civil 
service reform,” and adds: ‘ There is no 
doubt as to the determination of Southern 
Democrats to support the President in this 
matter.” At the Democratic State Conven- 
tion in South Carolina last week this issue 
was distinctly made. The platform as re- 
ported contained’ no “ indorsement” of the 
civil service reform policy of the President 
and the editor of the Charleston News and 
Courier proposed to add it in a very eéx- 
plicit form. Though there was some oppo- 
sition his amendment was carried. Yet 
there are places in the South where the 
spoils doctrine still has a strong hold, as for 
instance in Senator VANCE’s State, where 
Congressman Cox was lately defeated for 
renomination avowedly on the ground of 
his record as a consistent and earnest sup- 
porter of the reform. Still we donot be- 
lieve that the politicians who defeated him 
fairly represent the Democrats of the South. 








The repeated publication of official state- 
ments from our diplomatic representatives 
in England concerning the enormous “ un- 
claimed estates,” by means of which many 
a swindler makes a living in this coun- 
try, seems to have convinced these 
speculators that estates must be man- 
ufactured in some other European 
country for credulous American “heirs.” 
Their attention has been turned to 
Holland. Numerous “heirs” have been 
writing to our Minister at The Hague, Mr. 
BELL, for information about the great fort- 
unes to which they think they are entitled, 
and he tellsone applicant that these inqui- 
ries convince him “that a systematic fraud 
has been, and still is being, practiced 
by scheming sharpers who make a living by 
keeping alive and warm the excitement 
about the existence of unclaimed estates in 
Holland for Americans.” Those who have 
been led to believe that money awaits them 
there should know that all unclaimed estates 
in Holland that came into existence before 
1857 are now the property of the State and 
are.-beyond the reach of claimants.

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THE RUN TO NEW-BEDFORD 


YACHTSMEN BID ADIEU TO 
THE NEWPORTERS. 
PURITAN FIRST AT THE OLD WHALING 
TOWN, WITH MONTAUK, PRISCILLA, 

AND MAYFLOWER CLOSE BEHIND. 

New-BEDFORD, Mass., Aug. 9.—The day 
‘as clear and bright, with a spanking southwest 
breeze, for the run of the New-York Yacht Club 
squadron from Newport to this ancient whaling 
town. The yachts were alive with preparations 
in Newport harbor at an early hour, and got 
their large sails set in readiness for the start. 
They were not apparently in haste to leave, 
however, for it was 8:40 v’clock before the first 
gun was fired. The first yachtto turn her bow 
toward the Atlantic and draw out of Newport 
harbor was the schooner Ruth. She was fol- 
lowed by the sloops Concord, Cinderella, and 
Caroline. It was 9:30 before either of the big 
sloops got under way. The Puritan took the lead, 
and close behind her came the Adelaide and 
Montauk. The Priscilla and Atlantic rounded 
thenorth end of Goat Island soon after, and 
stood out toward the starting point. The 
cutters Stranger.and Clara drew out from the 
south end of the harbor and followed in their 
wakes. The Atlanta, Foam, Water Witch, and 
Wave Crest followed close together, and the rest 
came in quick succession. 

It was after 9:45 when the Mayflower left her 
place inthe harbor and stood toward the light- 
ship. She was followed 10 minutes later by the 
schooner Sachem, which was the last of the big 
yachts to leave. At 10:15 the Commodore’s 
yacht Electra steamed out, followed by a fleet of 
steamers, and the harbor was left deserted. 
Crowds of Newporters watched the starting of 
the yachts from the harbor, from the wharves, 
and from smail boats. ; 

By 10:45 A. M.the yachts had reached the 
starting point and stood off the line ready for 
the race. The steam yacht Sentinel was the 
time boat. She was stationed half a mile south 
ot Brenton’s Reef org H and the yachts 
passed between her and the sehtahip. The sig- 
nal for starting was fired from the Sentinel 
at 11:09. The Puritan was well up to the line 
end crossed a minute later at 11:10. She was 
hugged close by the Priscilla, which passed over 
only 20 seconds behind, at 11:10:20. The 
Gracie was well to the southward, but 
went over five seconds later at 11:10:25. 
The Sylph was also well up_ to the 
line and skipped across just behind the 
Gracie at 11:12. The Atlantic was off the line 
at the time the signal was given, but reached it 
and crossed at 11:15, followed by the yawl 
Cythera, half a minute later, at_11:15:30. Tho 
Mayflower was close behind and her time was 
11:16. The Intrepid next followed at 11:17. 
Ths Sachem was the last to cross—at 11:20. 
She did not seem in ahurry and did not sether 
foretopsail until some time after the crossing. 
The wind was from the southwest and strong. 
It was a better wind than that of Saturday. 

The yachts arrived here in the following order: 
Puritan first, Montauk second, and Priscilla 
third. The Mayflower was fourth. The Sachem 
was fifth, but made the fastest time of the 
schooners. 

The race was a reach from the start to the Hen 
and Chickens Lightship. The Priscilla and Purl- 
tan sailed the distance (about 20 miles) without 
any gain on either side. The Mayflower passed 
the Atlantic after sailing five miles, and just as 
the Puritan passed the Hen and Chickens Light- 
ship the schooner Montauk passed the Puritan 
under her lee. The Mayflower gained on the 
Puritan and Priscilla from the start. The 
schooner Sachem was well in the rear at the 
start, but she sailed very fast and passed yacht 
after yacht on the reach out, and at the Hen and 
Chickens she was third, about a mile astern of 
the Montauk. When the yachts reached Dump 
Light, at the entrance to Buzzard’s Bay, the 
Puritan was jibed, her spinnaker was set, and 
she gained on the Priscilla. The Puritan crossed 
first, followed by the Montauk, a quarter of a 
mile astern. The Priscilla was third, the May- 
flower fourth, and the Sachem fifth. The breezs 
was a good, whole-sail one, and it heid steady 
throughout the race. The Mayflower, on the 
run over, gained nearly three-quarters of a mile 
on the tan and the Sachem gained a mile on 
the Montauk. Following is the time made by 

each vessel on the trip from Brenton’s Reef to 
Ciark’s Point: :

The Galatea presented a pretty sight sailing 
from Quick’s Holl two points free, with main- 
sail, jib, and flying jib. When off Eleven-Foot 
Bank she luffed and lowered mainsailand felt 
her way into the inner harbor under jibsails. 
Mrs. Henn showed herself fora moment at_ the 
wheel, while the gallant cutter acknowledged 
the warm welcome received from the vessels 
around her and the crowd of persons on shore. 
The Galatea passed Vineyard Haven at 11 
o'clock, and met the tail end of the New-York 
and Eastern fleets off Clarke’s Point, where the 
steam yacht Fedalma was stationed to take the 
time of the yachts.

THE BANKERS’ MEETING. 


SILVER AND IMPROVED BANKING METH- 
ODS TO BE DISCUSSED. 

Boston, Aug. 9.—Delegates from the West 
and South to the Convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association are beginning to arrive in 
large numbers. Secretary George H. Marsland 
gives the following indications concerning some 
of the more important subjects that will be dis- 
cussed by the convention: On the silver ques- 
tion the main object will be to bring up 
several facts which are beginning to attract a 
great deal of attention. The first is that silver 
is beginning to be unprofitable to the miners and 
that many of the mining interests are much de- 
pressed in consequence. The report of the Di- 
rector of the Mint says that the product for last 
year was nearly $4,000,000 greater than that of 
the previous year. Moreover, it is believed that 
Germany is quietly feeding the marketin Eurone, 
and this, with other circumstances, is developi: ga 
species of unrest among the silver interesis 
which is producing a great effect in England, 
and an organized effort is being made there to 
influence the new Parliament to take some 
action toward reversing the policy of Great 
Britain, which is opposed to silver. Another 
reason which is operating in England, as 
well as in other couutries in Europe, in 
the same direction is that depression 
in business—the lauguor and distress which 
prevails in all departments of industrial 
development—is ang made use of a8 an argu- 
ment to induce them te try some currency rem- 
edies. Whether this effort will be suecessful or 
not is uncertain, inasmuch as there are 50 many 
new men in Parliament that it is very uncertain 
what willbe done. But what is certain is that 
there will be a great deal of attention given 
abroad to this subject, and probably the atten- 
tion in this country that has been 80 excitedly 
given to it inay fall back to some extent, A res- 
olution will be passed by the convention in re- 
gard to silver. 

Another important subject is banking progress, 
in connection with which the State taxation of 
banking shares will be considered. The bankin 
progress of the year has been very active an 
satisfactory from many points of view. A very 
large number of new banks have been estab- 
lished all over the country. Two features are 
distinct. Oneis that most of them are banks 
with small capital, and the other is that the 
banks which now exist are making very small 
profits. The banking business is less lucrative 
than formerly. These matters, together with 
some others, have led a great many banking men 
to think that some changes in our banking sys- 
tem would be advisable. This matter will be 
discussed by the Hon. W. L. Trenholm, Con- 
troller of the Currency, and by other 
speakers. One of the remedies that has been 
ein gs pe is rermitting the banks to 
have branches. Before the war there was a great 
deal of that kind of banking in the United 
States, as there was in foreign countries. There 
were 140 branches of different banks eagept: A in 
1858 and doing business. But when the Nation- 
al Banking act was passed in 1863 it discour- 
aged the formation of branches, and now there 
are very few of them. It is believed that if this 
with some other improvements were introduced 
there would be developed a number of checks 
against defalcations, and a number of advan- 
tages would be secured which would tend to 
promote the growth of the banking system and 
its healthy operation, and to prevent many other 
causes Of loss and of financial evil to the coun- 
try. 





SOUTH AMERICA. 


TOPICS OF INTEREST FROM COLOMBIA 
AND CHILI. 

PANAMA, July 31.—There are varions re- 
ports in circulation in reference to the canal, 
and although a cable message has been received 
that M. de Lesseps, on_ behalf of the Directors, 
has again declared that it will be finished by 
June, 1889, doubts are very generally enter- 
tained on the subject, and confidence has not in- 
creased in the ultimate success of the project 
under the present company. 

The President of the Republic, Rafael Nufiez, 
is in Carthagena on his way to Europe. During 


his absence the National Government will be 
administered by Gen. Campo Serrano, who is the 
First Substitute. 

The Costa Rican Congress has granted a con- 
cession to Messrs. Oregoyer and Marsh to estab- 
lish a Spanish line of steamers between San 
Francisco and Panama, calling at Central Amer- 
ican ports. Itis to be called the Spanish-Central 
American Line. It proposes, it is said, to have 
seven steamers, and be ready by October. 

The work of erecting the new theatre is pro- 

essing satisfactorily. The building is to be on 
the site of the Los Monjas Convent, the outer 
walls of which are very massive, and will be 
4 standing. The work now going onis the 
pulling down of the inner partition walls, which 
are about 26 inches thick. In the course of the 
work on Friday last there was discovered within 
the masonry, in an erect position, a perfect male 
skeleton to which was attached a cross made of 
wood, on which had been an inscription, but st is 
not legible naw. Almost immediately after the 
discovery the skeleton fell to pieces, and the 
skull and bones can be seen lying on the ground. 
The skeleton was found in the wall which was 
very near the altar. 

Crime is terribly on the increase in Chili, and 
murders are of almost daily occurrence. The 
smallpox continues to commit its ravages. On 
the 28thof July 34 new cases occurred in the 
capital, Santiago. 

Anew coal mine has been discovered in Tal- 
cahuano. A new industry has recently been 
started at Los Guindos, near Santiago, in Chili, in 
the shape of an establishment for the manufact- 
ure of sugar from beetroot, which, if successful, 
will exercise aconsiderable influence on the com- 
mercial and agricultural interests of Chili. 


VALPARAISO, Aug. 9, via Galveston.—It is 
stated that the bill for the conversion of the 
foreign debt of Chili has been modified, and it 
will have to be sent back to the Senate. 





FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 
NeEw-Lonpon, Conn., Aug. 9.—The Quin- 
niplac Fertilizer Company, of this city, is embar- 
rassed. William P. Baker, of Boston, has been 
appointed Assignee. The Bank of Commerce, 
the National Union Bank, and the City National 


Bank, of this city, each lose $20,000. The liabil- 
ities are $211,000. The assets are unknown. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 9.—Edwin Alden 
& Brother, newspaper advertising agents at No. 
66 West Fourth-street, with a branch in New- 
York City, made an assignment to-day to A. M. 
Warner. Their nominal liabilities are estimated 
at $192,000, with nominal assets at $272,000. 
These consist of contracts for advertising, and 
form a peculiar sort of : The firm has 
been of long standing and bas carried on a very 
extensive business. No close estimate can be 
made as to the real assets and lhabilities owing 
to the uncertain nature of outstanding accounts. 


LitTLeE Rock, Ark., Aug. 9.—Advices re- 
ceived from . ingdale, Ark., to-day announce 
the failure of D.'Zelbeni & Brother, dealers in 
hardware. Liabilities, $15,000. Creditors are 
mainly Eastern manufacturers. 





TO TEST A TAX QUESTION. 

A few weeks ago the Brooklyn Board of 
Assessors fixed the value of the Union Ferry 
Company’s houses along the East River water 
front at $132,000. The ground upon which 
these houses are built is owned by the 
city of New-York, the authorities of 
which claim that it is not liable to 
taxation. In order to test the question Benja- 
main D. Silliman, counsel for the ferry company, 
obtained from Justice Cullen, in the Supreme 
Court, yesterday, a writ of certiorari requiring 
that the proceedings of the Assessors be re- 
viewed by the court. The writ is returnable on 
Monday next. 

The Union Ferry Company leases the land 
from this city, and by the terms of the lease has 
agreed to pay all legal expenses imposed upon 
it. The company will, therefore, have to pay 
this tax 1f it is found to be legal. The company 
claims that it is at present having some difficulty 
in making both ends meet, and if it has to pay 
this assessment the Directors will discuss the 
question of raising the fare.

TWO GAS COMPANIES MADE ONE. 

The consolidation of two gas companies, 
which supply the lower section of Jersey City, 
was reported yesterday. The companies are the 
United Improvement Company,a Philadelphia 
concern which succeeded the Jersey City Gas- 
light Company, and the Consumers’ Gas Com- 
pany.

Last month the companies 
simultaneously issued notices advancing their 
rates to $1 75 per 1,000 feet.

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THE HEADLESS TRUNK. 


NO CLUE YET OBTAINED TO THE WAL- 
LINGFORD MYSTERY. 

Nrw-HAVEN, Conn.,,' Aug. 9.—Wallingford 
was an excited town to-day, and the citizens did 
little but disouss the finding of the headless 
trunk of a man in a box in the Parker farm 
swamp. Coroner Mix, of this city, went to Wal- 
lingford to-day to help the town authorities to 
investigate the case, but curiously enough the 
murder seems to-night more completely shroud- 
ed in mystery than it was yesterday, when 
the body was first discovered. By the or- 
ders of Dr. McGaughey the box and its 
contents were last hight placed in an old hearse 
house near the Wallingford Cemetery. Nobody 
attempted to molest them during the night, and 
this —_ the work of examining into the 
case was fairly begun. The spot where the box 
was found was visited, and a thorough search 
was made. The districtis hilly and swampy by 
turns, and is useless for cultivation. The near- 
est road, and that is a good hundred yards 
from the clump of bushes which con- 
ecealed the box, is a mere cart track which 
looks as if it were traveled possibly once a week. 
Ordinarily nobody would dream ‘of passing near 
the bushes, for hunters and fishermen are the 
only visitors to the district, and they come but 
seldom, but to-day the investigators found that 
curiosity had drawn enough people to the Pao 
to effectnally trample out any footprints or other 
traces left by the men who hid the box. Dry 
McGaughey, however, is sure that he thoroughly 
searched the ground yesterday, and that there 
were no traces to be found. 

A little distance south of the spot is a small 
stagnant pond which will a be dragged 
in the hope of finding the Jimbs or head of the 
dead man. An autopsy was performed on the 
body this noon. It was found that while the 
organs were partially decomposed there was no 
reason to believe that any of them was in a 
diseased state at thetimeof death. Thestomach 
was placed in a jar of alcohol and sent 
to this city, where it will be analyzed for 
possible traces of poison. One important 
discovery was made at the autopsy, the state 
ot the cartilages, showing that the victim was a 
young man whose age was somewhere between 
20 and 30 years. This afternoon the remains 
were buried in the town plot. To-day’s develop- 
ments, as a whole, have made the mystery still 
deeper. Albert J. Cooley, the missing Durham 
pensioner, who it was believed might be the 
murderers’ victim, was seen and recognized to- 
day in Savbrook. Heis aliveand well. Meriden 
officers, who were looking for a missing man 
named Kenney are now satisfied that the body 
is not his. Nobody any longer believes in the 
theory that the trunk came from a dissecting 
table. 

Constable Austin took charge of the shoe box, 
and after it had been cleansed of the blood, and 
the matted straw and tar paper had been re- 
moved, it was carefully examined. Besides the 
ordinary trade markings described in to-day’s 
TIMES it appeared that the box once bore an ad- 
dress. This had been carefully scraped out. 
The work was roughly done and appeared to be 
such as would be done with a knife. The box is 
carefully guarded, but it is very deubtfulif any 
clue can be obtained from it. 

To-night Constable Austin, in pulling over the 
straw which was found in the box, discovered a 
bit of dark brown hair, which is believed to have 
come from the dead man’shead. Thisisn’t much 
of a help, but the authorities seem to get a good 
deal of comfort out of it. They will work fard 
on this case, and to-morrow one or two detectives 
will be on the scene. 





A BREWERY BURNED. 


DESTRUCTION OF FEIGENSPAN & CO.’S 
WORKS AT RIDGEWOOD. 

The brewery of G. Feigenspan & Co., on 
Cypress-avenue, near nidgewood Park, Long 
Island, caught fire from some unknown source 
at 6 o’clock last evening and inside of two hours 
was in ruins. The brewery proper was a 
four-story brick structure, facing on Cypress- 
avenue. Built against the rear wall was a 


four-story frame building, used as an ice- 
house, and it was in the latter that the 
fire started. Queens County was unable to fur- 


nish adequate fire apparatus, so an alarm was 
sent out for help from Brooklyn. Two engines 
responded, but only ong could get a supply of 
water, there being but one hydrantin the brew- 
ery yard. At 7:30 o’clock the front wall of the 
brewery fell. Fifteen minutes later the other 
walls fell, the rear one completely covering .the 
ruins of the icehouse. About 5,000 kegs of beer 
and 5,000 bushels of grain were destroyed. 

The loss on the buildings and stock is placed 
at $120,000, upon which there was but $40,000 
of insurance. William Lange’s wagon shop, 
near by, was damaged to the extent of $1,500. 
He is fully insured. A large number of horses 
and cows were driven out of the stables in safety. 
Fritz Meyer, a workman, went down into 
the vaults of the brewery in an _ at- 
tempt to olose the doors and so save 
some of the stock, but he was overcome by the 
sinoke. A fireman stumbled over his body, and 
succeeded in carrying Meyer out into the air. 
He was revived after considerable effort. The 
owners of the brewery. Mr. Feigenspan and his 
partner, Gottfried Westernmacher, signed an 
agreement at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, by 
which the latter bought the former’s interest in 
the business for $27,000. 





NOT A TRACE LEFT. 

Frederick D. Gardner, a young fruit 
dealer in Middletown, Conn., left that place on 
July 28 for this city to collect bills and make 
purchases for his establishment. Mr. Gardner 
spent several days in reaching the city, as he 
stopped at many small places on his way to collect 
small bills owed tohim. Arrivingin New-York he 
went to stay at the Bancroft House, making pur- 


chasing tours each day. Last Wednefday morn- 
ing he went out as usual, and from the time he 
left the hotel none of his friends know what has 
become of him. His disappearance is as com- 
plete as it is mysterious. He had only 
about $150 with him at the time he 
went out, and it is known that he did 
not obtain any more money. His ac- 
counts are all straight. Everything he bought 
he paid for in checks, which have all been fully 
met, and his books at Middletown, having been 
carefully examined, are found to be correct. He 
has a wife, who lives in Middletown, and who, 
with her father-in-law, Ira Gardner, a Middle- 
os merchant, is anxiously looking for her hus- 
and.

THREE LEADING ANARCHISTS 
TKY TO SAVE THEIR NEOKS. 
SCHWAB, SPIES, AND PARSONS TRY TO 
CONVINCE THE JURY THAT THEIR 

CONDUCT WAS HARMLESS, 

Cuicaco, Aug. 9.—August Spies and 
Michael Schwab were both on the witness stand 
to-day. The rumor had been current that Spies 
would take the stand, and served to attract the 
largest crowd that had thus far visited Judge 
Gary’s court. After long consultation between 
counsel for the defense Schwab was called as 
the first witness. He denied that he was at the 
Haymarket on the night of the bomb-throwing. 
In cross-examination Schwab said he had been a 
member of the Inttrnationalists’ Society since 
its organization. 

Q.—Are you an Anarchist? A.—It depends on 
what you mean. There are several definitions of 
that. 

Q.—Answer my question. Are you an Anarch- 
ist? A.—I can’t answer that. 

Spies was the next witness. He said he was 
$1 years old, and that he came to this country in 
1872. He had been a member of the Socialistic 
Publishing Socievy, which controlled the Arbeiter 
Zeitung. He had been the editor of that paper 
for six years, and received a salary of $18 a 
week. He was at the “Black road” meeting on 
May 3 at the invitation of a committee from the 
Lumber Shovers’ Union. “My speech was com- 
monplace. I told the men to stand by the union. 
While speaking some one cried out in an un- 
known language, and 300 or 400 men detached 
themselves from the meeting and made an at- 
tack on McCormick’s.” 

“Did you write the ‘revenge’ circular?” in- 
quired the attorney for the defense, 

“Yes, only I did not write the word ‘re- 
venge.’ "’ 

Q.—Can you tell how it happened to be in the 
circular? A.—I cannot. 

The witness said he attended the? Haymarket. 
He saw a copy of the circular closing with 
“ Workingmen, come armed.” He said he could 
not attend the meeting unless the line was taken 
out. Fischer was sent to the printer to have the 
line taken out. Spies said he made an ordinary 
speech at the Haymarket. He told the meeting 
that the masses were degraded. He then saw 
Parsons, and the latter began his speech. He 
remained on the wagon during all the speaking. 
He saw the police on Randolph-street, and heard 
Capt. Ward give the order to disperse. “ When 
I reached the sidewalk I heard a detonation, and 
I thought,” said the witness, ‘‘ that the police 
were firing acannon to frighten the people.” He 
said he went to Zepf’s Hall when the firing began. 

. — you light the bomb?’ the witness was 
asked. 

Spices smiled, showed his teeth, and replied: ‘‘ I 
never did.” He said he did not see Schuaubelt 
inthe alley and denied Gilmer’s story. Spies 
made what the prosecution claim is a fatal ad- 
mission, fully corroborating their claim that the 
armed section had a secret caucus and had pre- 
pared for an attack upon the police. Spies said 
he wrote the word ‘*‘ Ruhe” which appeared in 
the Arbeiter Zeitung on May 4. He said the night 
before he received the following letter: 

MR. EpITOR: Please insert in to-day’s letter box 
the word ** Ruhe” in prominent letters. 

He did not know it had any import, but the 
next day Balthauser Rau said it was decided by 
the armed section to have the word as a sign of 
warning that they should keep their powder 
dry for use against the police. He told Rau that 
that was foolish, and asked Fischer to inform 
the armed section thatit was amistake. Spies 
said he kept dynamite in his offi€ée to experiment 
with and carried a revolver, thinking it was 
a good thing to be armed. He declared that on 
the night of the Haymarket riot, however, he 
left his revolver with ex-Alderman Stauffer. 

In the afternoon Spies was cross-examined by 
Ingham. He said he had been editor of the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung for 81x years. There was no editor 
in chief. Schwab was also an editor, and was 
paid $18 a week. — in answer to further 
questions of a similar nature, stated that he 
looked over the editorial articles before they 
were published, but was not responsible for their 
tone. 

Q.—Were you editor of the Alarm at any time? 
A.—I took charge of it for a short time once, 
while Mr. Parsons was absent. 

Q.—How many bombs did you have in your 
office? A.—Four. 

Q.—Where did you get them? A.—They were 
brought to me some three years ago by @ man 
who said he was trom Cleveland. 

Q.—What kind of bombs were these? A.— 
Iron, percussion bombs. , 

Q.—And when did you get these Czar bombs? 
A.—I never got them. That is an invention of 
that reporter. A man came there while I was at 
dinner and left them there. He left the bombs 
with the bookkeeper. { never saw him before 
or after. 

During this examination the witness was very 
uneasy and his voice trembled perceptibly. His 
agitation increased when the examination was 
continued as foliows: 

Q.—How much dynamite did you have in your 
olfice?) A.—I'wo small packages. 

Q.—Where did you get it? A.—Of a powder 
compan 


Q.—W hy did you purchase this dynamite? he 


Oh, I had read a great deal about dynamite; I 
thought I would like to investigate further. 

Q.—Why did you wish to investigate further? 
A.—Oh, on general principles. I can't say further, 

Q.—Did you ever experiment with bombs? A.— 
No, Sir. 

The witness said he had been a member of the 
American group of Anarchists, and stated that 
he had considered himself an Anarchist for about 
eight years. 

Q.—Did you receive this letter? (handing the 
witness a letter addressed to him and signed 
by Most.) A.—I did. [The lettar stated that 
Most was prepared to send ‘ medicine’ (dyma- 
mite) of “ geuuine quality.’’] 

.—Did you answer it? A.—I do not remember. 

.—Did you send the writer of this card (show- 
ing a postal card) the directiens asked for, for 
the shipment of the—the stuff mentioned. A.— 
IT answer positively I did not. 

Q.—You wrote the expression, ‘‘ Workingmen 
to Arms!” in the revenge circular. A.—Well, 
yes, I did. 

Q.—Why did you do that? A.—Because I 
wished to arouse the ignorant working people to 
a realization of the wrongs heaped upon them, 
I wrote what many before me have written, and 
urged what others have urged, what the Consti- 
tution allows them to urge, and what will be ad- 
vocated till some good has resulted. 

The witness defined the expressions “ Social 
revolution” in stereotyped phrases and the 
State was allowed to present Most’s letter in 
evidence. The postal card was also presented 
and was as follows: 

A. Spies No. 107 Fifth-avenue, Chicago, 111. 

L. 8.—i had scarcely mailed my letter yesterda 
when the telegraph brought news from the H. M, 
One doesn’t know whether to rejoice over that or 
not. The advance in itself is elevating. Sad is the 
circumstances that it will remain local and therefore 
might not have a result. At any rate these people 
make a better impression than the foolish voters on 
this and the other side of the ocean. Greetings and 
ashake, Yours, . M. 

When the letter and postal card had been read, 
the witness was excused, and as he went to bis 
seat heaved an audible sigh of relief. 

Capt. Black next called Parsons to the stand. 
The witness was allowed to tell his story unaided, 
and it was extremely commonplace, aparentl 
being copied closely from the testimony regard- 
ing his movements given by the witnesses for 
the defense. He repeated his Haymarket speech, 
addressing spectators, Judge, jury, and lawyers 
in turn, and gesticulating freely with both hands. 
His Haymarket speech thus repeated under oath 
was extremely peaceful in its character at first, 
and bristled with statistics illustrative of the 
burdens borne by the laboring classes. ‘*Mo- 
nopoly,” ‘the capitalistic press,” ‘slaves of 
workingmen,” &c., were expressions often re- 
peated. He said: “I then asked my audience 
what was to be done aboutit? Are you going to 
submit tamely to being trampled upon like dogs, 
or will you take up arms against your oppressors 
and save yourselves from hunger and despera- 
tion, and your children from infamy? Some one 
in the crowd then said, ‘we are ready to do it 
now.’ I said that now was not the time, and 
went on to further illustrate the need of a revo- 
lution.” 

Parsons’s speech occupied nearly an hour. At 
the conclusion of it he was turned over to the 
State. The witness told Mr. Grinnell that he was 
born in Montgomery, Ala., and had been in Chi- 
cago 13 years, 

.—Wbat has been your occupation for the 
past three years? A.—I have been editor of the 
Alarm. 

posing you in your speech at the Haymarket 
tell your audience that the Times had advocated 
the putting of strychnine in the bread of work- 
ingmen, that Scott of Pennsylvania had advised 
controlling them with rifles, and that the Times 

ad been the first dynamiter in this country? 
A.—Yes, Sir. : 

Q.—Did you advocate retaliation by the same 
means? A.—No, Sir; Isimply told them to de- 
fend themselves. 

The witness exhibited no little shrewdness in 
evading the questions of the State Attorney. 

In the Anarchists’ trial to-day Spies, the prin- 
cipal, testified that when he was brought before 
Ebersold, the Chief of Police, that official used 
extraordinarily violent language toward him 
and that he was brutally treated. Those who 
heard and saw all that occurred say to-night that 
Spies simply lied on the stand. When the An- 
archists were brought before the Chief be said: 
“ You scoundrels, you arerun out of your own 
country and then come over here and try to 
dictate to us, and you think you can murder if 
you want to.” An officer interrupted him and 
said: ‘Chief, I don’t believe I would talk to 
them that bow for they will make capital out of 
it.” The Chief finished by telling Spies and 

Schwab that they ought to be taken out and 

hung to a lamppost. There was no violence

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DISORDERLY KNI GATS. 

THE YANKEES OF PEABODY TOWN COM- 
PEL THEM TO GO AWAY. 

PEABODY, Mass., Aug. 9.—Singular scenes 
have marred the quietness of this New-England 
village to-day, but the staid inhabitant breathes 
easier to-night when he realizes that a day of 
intense anxiety has passed without bloodshed. 
It is an anxious time for all concerned, but the 
same staid inhabitant is thoroughly aroused now, 
and he is not a despicable object when his dan- 
derisup. Three times to-day has the mob of 
strikers gathered in force with an appearunce of 
vicious determination that boded ill for law and 
order, and three times has it been met with a 
grim determination on the nartof the citizens 
that meant mischief to the mischievous. 

The Knights of Labor felt that the disorderly 
result of the meeting of the night before would 
reflect discredit upon their order if not check- 
mated, so bright and carly this morning they 
held a mecting, at which it was resolved that 
the Knights were law-abiding citizens, who 
deeply deplored and utterly condemned the law- 
less acts of Saturday. It was further resolved 
that the Knights would do all in their power to 
prevent a repetition of such acts in the future, 
and they would maintain peace and good order. 
Then these “law-abiding citizens” went and 
joined the gathering mob which was waiting for 
the passage of the non-union workmen and 
yelled “ scab” with the Joudest. In fact, they 
were as ready as the most violent to join in any 
scrimmage that might arise. 

The early riser was treated toa processton of 
such humorous ch¢racteristics as would have 
convulsed the citizeus with laughter but for the 
terribly anxious mental strain under which they 
labored. Shortly before 7 o’clock a Salem Polico 
Captain at the head of six pstrolinen took up a 
station in the triangular square in the centre of 
the town. Then came Mr. Franklin Osborne, the 
proprietor of the obnoxious tannery, in a car- 
riage, followed by Chairman Southwick, of tho 
Peabody Selectmen, in another carriage. Close 
behind this representative of the body corpo- 
rate came a huge wagon, used for the 
conveyance of bark to the tanneries, behind 
whose tall, protecting sides crouched five 
non-union laborers. The Chief of Police and a 
Lieutenant and four manufacturers followed in 
buggies, while’ 25 policemen in solid phalanx 
brought up the rear of this unique procession, 
which was closely pressed by some 200 yelling, 
hissing, and hooting men, women, and children. 
Their efforts at disorder were purely vocal, how- 
ever, and the display of force, augmented by the 
members of the Law and Order Leagues, armed 
with huge canes for instant service, checked and 
overawec the crowd. The tan bark wagon, with 
its unusual freight, arrived safely at the tannery, 
and the mob, after a parting salute, returned to 
the square to discuss the situation and wait for 
noon. 

The next point of interest was the Police Court, 
where several men were arraigned for yap | 
the peace on Saturday and were held in $10 
bonds toappear on Wednesday. The gathering in 
the square grew,and by noon at least 1,000 people 
were present in no very amiable frame of mind. 
It was an ugly crowd to look at, and must have 
caused many atremor in the quiet citizen as the 
dreaded hour arrived. Fortunately there were 
none sufficiently desirous of martyrdom to aspire 
to leadership, and to this one cause may be as- 
cribed the comparatively peaceful outcome of 
the day. The fivenon-union men from Osborne’s 
passed to their boarding house under the same 
escort as in the morning, but reinforced by a 
large force of specials and a Citizens’ Vigilance 
Committee of 30 or more, which patrolled the 
vicinity. 

But now a new element entered into the con- 
dition of affairs, and it indicated a preconcerted 
attempt to divide the forces of the upholders of 
law and order. On Boston-street, Salem, is 
Charles Harrington’s currying shop, where non- 
union men have been at work for the past eight 
months without any attempt to disturb them 
having been made. To prevent Salem from send- 
ing aid to Peabody, it was decided to make a 
counter attack at that point. As the men came 
out to dinner they were followed by a disorderly, 
ruffianly crowd, who hooted and called them all 
sorts of vile epithets. The non-union men were 
on their guard, however, and nearly every one 
of them had a huge revolver protruding from 
a convenient pocket. Three policemen were 
on hand, also, and the mob kept a 
respectful distance. Shortly after, however, a 
gang caught one of the workmen, John Burke, 
alone in a secluded spot, and he was at once 
peng upon, kicked, cuffed, and beaten until 

e was terribly bruised. Louis de Loonberg, an 
eere at Winchester’s tannery, was also chased 
into the tannery beam house and there struck 
down from behind, horribly beaten, and stamped 
and trod upon. His condition is critical and there 
are fears of a fatal result. These assaults were 
by detached bodies of strikers, made while the 
police were watching the non-union men at Pea- 
body. But the mob accomplished its ohject, for 
the Mayor of Salem was forced to recall his 
policemen to keep the peace within his own 
city, and it is highly probable that the State 
will be asked to sh troops to put down the 
disturbances. 

When Osbornc’s men went out to supper this 
evening the crowd of strikers had materially di- 
minished, and no violence wasoffered. The Rev. 
Willard Spaulding, a newly elected Select- 
man, and himself a Knight of Labor, re- 
turned from a _ vacation trip and _ visit- 
ed the headquarters of the Knights. He 
labored long and earnestly with them, and told 
them he would do his utmost to enforce the Jaw. 
To his efforts is attributed in a great degree the 
lack of violence this evening. The town otticials 
have asked for the State officers. and prepara- 
tions are being made to quarter the militia 
whose services will be demanded if the troubles 
continue. 

The Mayor.of Haverhill sent a detachment of 
police this afternoon in response to an appeal 
for assistunce. At Salem it was reported that 
the non-union men at all the tanneries 
were to be attacked simultaneously as they 
quit work at the close of the day. A 
large detail of police was sent to each 
tannery. The mob was on hand at each place 
and made a rush for the men as they came out, 
but the officers drove them back with their 
clubs. Thomas Burke, a striker and Knight 
of Labor, was arrested at Treadwell’s 
Tannery. On the way to the station he made 
a desperate but unsuccessful effort to escape, in 
which he was assisted by the crowd. A large 
force of specials has been sworn in at Salem, 
and the police station has been fitted with 
cot beds and the entire force will re- 
main there night and day in readiness for 
any emergency. The boarding houses attached 
to Harrington’s tanneries are guarded by a cor- 
don of officers, as it was rumored that they were 
to be sacked to-night. Members of. the fire com- 
opens are also on duty as special officers. The 

ayor and Aldermen held a consultation with 
the manufacturers this evening and guaranteed 
them ample protection. 

From early evening the crowd increased in the 
neighborhood of Charles Harrington’s tannery, 
and at a late hour to-night a general attack 
was made on the building. Several windows 
were broken by a perfect shower of stones, but 
before further damage could be done the police 
rallied and drove back the mob. It was as well, 
perhaps, that the rioters remained on the outside 
of the building, as inside were a score of men 
armed with Winchester repeating rifles.

HELD ON TO HIS FERRY TICKET.

NEW-ZEALAND STILL QUAKES. 


SHOWERS OF MUD AND STONES AND 
' OTHER CURIOUS PHENOMENA. 
‘San Francisco, Aug. 9.—The steamer 
Mariposa, which arrived last evening from Aus- 
tralia, brings further details of the great vol- 
canic disturbances which lately occurred in 
New-Zealand. Heavy earthquakes were still felt 
in the Farawera and Sulphur Springs Districts, 
and severe shocks continued in the Rotolt Dis- 
trict. A relief party that was sent out reported 
that Lake Farawera had failen considerably. 
The oil bath at Whakarewareda was throwing 
up stones and mud to the height of 20 feet, and 
the great boiling lagcon of Papatangi would 
suddenly rise as much as two feet and then 
as quickly fall. A similar phenomenon was 
observed at the Kiurran Caldron, which would 
rise two feet in half an hour and then as quickly 
return to its normal level. Mr. Dinsey, the tel- 


egraph officer in charge of the Roterna Station, 
near where the eruptions and earthquakes were 
heaviest, reported on June 25 that volcano 
No. 1 was-dead and that Nos. 2 and 3 were 
steaming. No. 4 was still threwing up mud. 
Lake Rotomaiuana was comparatively quiet, 
with only one geyser, in the centre, playing. 
The Park Terrace geysers were stil! blowing up 
clouds of steam, but were less active than they 
had been. The immense crevasse created he- 
tween Farawera and White Terrace continued to 
steam, and the cone on top of Furawera Mount- 
ain was throwing out volumes of black smoke 
and steam. 

The New-Zeaiand Herald says: “On Galatia 
Plains the volcanic showers of mud at times 
took very eccentric courses, overleaping one sec- 
tion of land and then striking another further on 
in the same linc. Dr. Heotor, who is making a 
scientific examination of the volcanic districts, 
said he expected that the volcanio cone which 
was thrown up in Lake Rotomobana during the 
disturbances had already, on July 1, attained a 
height of 600 feet, and was daily adding to its 
stature. He has named it Mount Hazard, after 
the gentleman of that name who lost his life on 
the first night of the eruption. A chemical ex- 
amination of the yoleanic ashes shows tnat they 
are mostly coniposed of fine basaltic soil. Every 
human being has abandoned the entire portion 
of country situated within the limits of the vol- 
capic system. Photographers were busily en- 
gaged taking views of the region.”

DOMINION NOTES. 

Orrawa, Aug. 9.—One thousand French 
Canadians left here to-day by the Canada 
Atlantic Railroad en route for the famous shrine 
of Ste. Anne dé Beaupré, below Quebec. They in- 
cluded scores of cripples, invalids, and blind per- 
sons. 

Major Tilton, Deputy Minister of Fisheries, 
accompanied. by Capt. McElhinney, left yester- 
day for New-York for the purpose of taking 
over on bebalf. of the Government the new 
steam cruiser Yosemite. After a second inspec- 
tion the steamer will make @ start to-morrow or 
Wednesday for Halifax or St. John, New-Bruns- 
wick. Thecrew will be shipped at Halifax and 
will consist of 25 men who will be armed with 
revolvers and cutlasses. 

Washington authorities are engaged in corre- 
spondence with the Department of Justice here 
in regard to the case of Sproule, the American 
prospector, under sentence of death for murder 
at Victoria, British Columbia. The American 
Consul is also exerting an effort in favor of 
Sproule’s release, Judge Henry, of the Supreme 
Court, expresses himself as confident that the 
full bench will sustain his recent decision in 
favor of the prisoner. 


WORK ON THE PFISTER CASE. 


Samuel Miln, 19 years old, of No. 49 Sei- 
gel-street, Brooklyn, was arrested last night as a 
witness in the Pfister murdercase. He had been 
overheard to say that he knew something about 
the matter, but when he was arrested he said he 
was only joking. The police have come 
to the conclusion that the girl, Mrs. 
Sault, lied in. her second confession, in 
which she charged her husband, Abram 
Sault, with the murder, and that she is trying to 
shield some one else. The boy Fred, who accom- 

anied Mrs. Sault to Coney Island, the day after 
he murder, was found yesterday, and proved 
that his acquaintance with her was only casual.

Quarantine would haze gone to sleep in 
the sun yesterday with extreme willingness on 


the ground that there was nothing to do and 


plenty of time to doit in if it had not been for 
the machinations of a pretty little yacht, which 
sailed up to the dock at noon and took posses- 
sion of everything—dock, nude boys, nurses 
with children, and Summer resorts. The yacht 
Was most uneasy. If it had possessed a con- 
Bcience that conscience must have been guilty. 
No sooner had she stationed herself at the dock 
than she determined to take a sail down the Bay, 
andtbe sail down the Bay was hardly started 


swhen she returned to the dock. Three Quaran- 
tine natives interviewed the erratic craft.

THE TORONTOS WIN EASILY. 


NEW-YORK LACROSSE PLAYERS. EEAVILY 
OVERMATCHED. 

As the sun was making a determined effort 
to bridge the kill west of Staten Island yester- 
day afternoon the crack lacrosse players of To- 
ronto, Canada, were engaged in a lively tussle 
with those of the New-York Lacrosse Club, which 
resulted in a decided victory for the former. A 
goodly crowd of people occupied the seats in the 
grand stand and vigorously applauded the good 
plays of both sides. The game was very hotly 
contested, though the Canadian players had the 
best of it all through. The New-York men ex- 
celled in accuracy of throwing, but the Canada 
boys did the better running, passing, and sup- 


porting, and, on the whole, pared together 
much more closely. Wherever the ball went 
there seemed always to be two Canadians 
to one New-Yorker in pursuit of it, and 
the Toronto men usually captured_ the 
sphere. Every man in the team seemed 
to be a sprint runner, and only two or three 
of the home team seemed fast enough to kee 

up with them. The teams were arranged as fol- 
lows: Toronto—A. M. Stowe, inside home; Ross 
Eckhart, outside home; C. A. E. McHenry, 
Joseph Irving, and H: E. Sewell, home field; P. 
Dixon, centre field; J. A. MacDonald, R. B. 
Coulson, and J. W. Drynan, defense tield; J. 8. 
Garvin, cover point; W. C. Bonnell, point, and 
8. S. Martin, goal; New-York—C. D. Lennox, ‘in- 
side home; F. 8. Wheeler, outside home; J. F. 
McClain, George Popham and W. Meharg, home 
field; J. C. Gerndt, centre fleld; H. J. Wright, 
G. Merritt and W. J. Robinson, defense field; A. 
D. Ritchey, cover point; David Brown, point, and 
H. L. Hodge, goal. Stowe, Dixon, and Garvin 
distinguished themselves among the Toronto 
men, while for the New-York ‘team the best 
work was done by Wheeler, Popham, Gerndt, 
Ritchey, and Brown. 

The game began at 5:07 P. M. The Torontos 
got the best of the tace and speedily carried the 
ball up to the New-York goal, which was in 
danger several times, but was pluckily defendéd. 
The New-Yorkers, by fine checking and throw- 
ing, sent the ball to centre field, where there 
was a lively tussle, with some good passing on 
both sides. The Canadians forced the ball back 
to the New-York end, aud before the home team 
had fairly awakened to the spirit of the occasion 
Dixon made a pretty run and a neat throw from 
centre field, winning the first goal for Toronto in 
4 minutes.

Canada got the best of the start. The New-York 
men woke up and sent the ball down toward 
their opponents’ goalinahurry. A long throw 
out of the struggling crowd sent it back... It 
went clear down to cover point. There was a 
confused tangle of rackets. Then Ritchey dex- 
terously disentangled the ball and started it out.

WILL MAKE A FLYING TRIP. 


THE IRISH DELEGATES WILL HAVE NO 
FORMAL RECEPTION IN NEW-YORK. 
The delegation from the Irish Parlia- 

mentary Party, consisting of Messrs. O’Brien, 
Redmond, and Deasy, which is coming to at- 
tend the Chicago Convention of the Irish Na- 
tional League of America, to be heid on Aug. 
18 and 19, sailed on Sunday afternoon on the 
Cunard steamship Servia from Queenstown. If 
the weather be favorable the ship will be here 
next Sunday afternoon or evening. The dele- 
gates will probably not be able to remain more 
than one night in New-York. It is understood 
that they have delayed sailing until so late a 
date in order to avoid having any spare time on 
their hands in this city and thus prevent any 
wrangle over their reception and entertainment. 
They are acting under orders and are strictly for- 
bidden to interfere in the local differences of the 
leaders in America. They will probably return 
home in as short order as they come, especially 
as by the time the convention closes the services 
of the members will be needed in Parliament on 
the other side. 

This arrangement will simplify the work of 
Mr. Egan’s Reception Committee. The New- 
York members of the committes will go down 
the Bay to meet the steamer bearing the delega- 
tion, will escort the members to a hotel, enter- 
tain them privately at dinner, and accompany 
them to Chicago. There will be no public ban-

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WOOD FACTORY IN FLAM@S. 


A Loss or $100,000 susT ACROSS THE 
HARLEM RIVER. 

A two-story brick building, fronting on 
Willis-avenue and extending along One Hundred 
and Thirty-fourth-street for two-thirds of the 
block toward Alexandeér-avenue, owned and 
occupied by the New-York Lumber and 
Woodworking Company, was with its con- 
tents destroyed by fire last night, in- 
volving a loss of nearly $100,000. The 
building was filled with a large quantity of 
finished stock and lumber in process of drying in 
the extensive kilns, which occupied the entire 
ground floor, The flames spread with such ter- 
rific speed that all efforts to save the building 
proved futile. The firemen, however, did suc- 
ceed in preventing the fire extending to a 
large three-story brick building adjoining the 
burned structure, and which was divided from it 
oy anarrow alleyway. The latter building was 
filled with expensive machinery. Since a strike 
three months ago was settled the company has 
been preparing to remove its works to Batavia, 
where it has an extensive factory and has been 
employing about 150 hands. 

At 6 o’clock last evening, when all but halfa 
dozen of the workmen had left the factory, the 
tire, broke out in the glue room, which was 
sitwated about the centre of the building on the 
second floor, immediately above the kilns, 
which are heated by steam. When Engine No. 
41 arrived, within five minutes after the alarm 
was sounded, the flames were sweeping through 
the long low building from end to end, and were 
bursting ont of the roof. Chief Rowe ordered a 
second alarm to be sounded, and this was fol- 
lowedin rapid succession by special calls for 
six more engines. kleven engines in all were 
summoned to the fire. It was found impossible 
to do anything toward saving the building, but 
the efforts of the tiremen were directed to save 
the surrounding property. The building was 
valued at $20,000, and the contents at between 
$70,000 and $80,000. The insurance is between 
$60,000 and $70,000. 


THE FAST OF AB. 


A SEASON OF MOURNING IN THE JEWISH 
CHURCH. 

The fast of Ab, or “‘black fast,” as itis 
sometimes called among the Jews, began last 
night at sundown and will last until this even- 
ing. This fast is one of the most solemn occa- 
sions in the Hebrew worship, and is scrupulous- 
ly observed by orthodox Jews. It commem- 
orates the destruction of the two temples of 
Judea. The temple of Solomon was destroyed 
by Nebuchadnezzar, King of Babylon, 2,308 
years ago, and this sad event of Jewish history 
occurred in the monthof Ab. Thesecond temple 
was destroyed 1,818 years ago by Titus the Rom- 
an. This happened also on the 9th of Ab. Hence 
the season of fasting and lamentation which 
marks the event as each year goes by. 

Services were held in most of the synagogues 
in the city last night, beginning at sundown. 
At the Nineteenth-Street Synagogue there 
wus a good attendance. The services_be- 
gan with the reading of the One Hup- 
dred and Thirty-seventh Psalm, and the 
intonation of the Lamentations of Jeremiah. 
These were followed by dirges. The Rev. Dr. 
Mendes led in the exercises. The service was a 
most weird one, the intonatious being made 
with mournful pitch and inflections of the_yoice. 
At times the congregation joined in and deep 
wails ascended from the worshipers. The syna- 
gogue was draped with symbols of mourning, 
and the robes of the rabbis were of black. The 
auditorium was darkened, no gas being lighted, 
and only a few candles being used. One passing 
in front would not know that there was any 


service inside. To-day there will be morning 
and a late afternoon service. 








WILL HE EVER SOLVE IT? 


Justice Duffy had a big day yesterday, and 
settled nearly 300 cases; yet he spent a few mo- 
ments with a namesake, who was brought before 
him in the afternoon. About noon yesterday a 
messenger boy went into the City Hall police 
station and said an officer was needed at the 
corner of Chambers and Centre streets. An 
officer was sent out, but when he reached the 
place he could find no disturbance. He saw a 
man pay the messenger 25 cents. He asked the 
man why he had sent for the police, and was told 
thatit was because he “wanted to look at a 
policeman.” This hardly satisfied the officer, and 
as the man was slightly drunk the policeman ar- 
rested him. 

“What is your name?’ Justice Duffy asked 
when the man was brought before him in the 
Tombs. 

* Duffy,” was the answer. 

* Well, is one name enough ? Haven’t you any 
more ?” 

Yes, Duffy had plenty or names, and he handed 
the Justice a card on which was printed ;** J. De 
Lancy Dutty, C. E.,M. R. 8.” Justice Duffy asked 
what the “ C. E., M. R.8.,”> meant, and learned 
that it stood for *‘ Civil Engineer, Member of the 
Royal Society.” 

“Oh, then you are an engineer. Understand 
all about algebra and geometry, I suppose ?” 
asked the Justice doubtfully. 

* Yes,” confidently answered the “ C. E., M. R. 
8.” “and trigonometry, and everything else 
about mathematics.” 

Justice Duffy took a piece of paper, ran a pen 
over it, and said, ‘“*‘ Read that.” 

*“ Certainly, I can read it,” said J. De Lancy. 
“As I said before, Judge, I am an engineer and a 
great mathematician. This is r2-|-y2=11.” 

“Right you are,” the Justice was forced to 
admit. ‘‘ Now go ahead and tell me from that 
equation the value of 2.” 

This was a poser for J. De Lancy Duffy, and he 
worked over it so long that Justice Duffy grew 
impatient and told him he might have three days 
of retirement in which to solve the equation. 





SELLING THE ODDS AND ENDS. 

The triennial housecleaning of the Cus- 
tom House and bonded warehouses was begun 
yesterday. Wilmerding, Hoguet & Co., auction- 
eers, began the sale of 716 lots of goods, which 
have been in bond for three years and more. 
Three hundred and seventy-six lots were sold, 
pean oil paintings, statuary, broken bottles, 
decayed lemons, oman barrels, wire, machinery, 
books, maccaroni, dried currants, trunks filled 
with personal property, paints, earths, sweet- 
meats, cigars, Wine, pickled onions, and a great 
variety of other articles.

PUT OUT TO 


DOXEY’S CHARGE, WHICH DIED 
ON HER HANDS. 

Mrs. Martha R. Doxey, of No. 159 Charles- 
street, reported yesterday at the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics that a girl baby, which had been 
left with her a short time ago under peculiar cir- 
cumstances, had died. Early in July Mrs. Doxey 
answered an advertisement signed ‘‘ Marsh,” 
calling for a woman to take care of a baby. On 
the following day two men, one of whom 


stated that he was a lawyer, called on her 
and agreed to pay her $10 per month for caring 
for a girl baby which would be delivered to her 
ata certain time at the Grand Central Station. 
There, on July 20, she met the men. With the 
latter was a well dressed young woman, who 
held in her arms a fine _—— baby, three 
weeks old, and who cried when she parted with 
it. One of the men handed Mrs. Doxey $9 50, 
and told her that she would be regularly paid at 
the rate of $10 per month. 

With the baby Mrs. Doxey received a box con- 
taining some fine baby clothing, including a 
handsome little cloak. The box also contained a 
number of powders and some directions, among 
which were: “Use powders three times a day 
for indigestion when you see the milk disagrees.” 
The powders bore the name of Dr. J. B. Knapp, 
of No. 55 West Forty-fifth-street. The powders 
seemed to havea very bad effect on the baby, 
and she stopped them. The baby improved 
for a while,’ but became worse again. 
She sent for her own physician and he agreed 
with her that the powders should not be given 
to the baby. The latter, however, still grew 
worse. Mrs. Doxey sent word to Dr. Knapp, 
whose name she had found on the powders. ‘The 
baby died on Suuday morning. Yesterday 
morning Mrs. Doxey received a note from 
Dr. Knapp, who wrote that the parent of 
the child would call on Thursday and pay 
her for her trouble. Mrs. Doxey sent the pow- 
ders to Police Headquarters. The child’s death 
certificate stated that it died of cholera in- 
fantum, weakness, &c. Its name was given as 
Katie Marsh, the former being the name by 
which the mother was called and the latter the 
signature of the advertisement. 

r. J. B. Knapp could not be found at his ad- 
dress last evening. It was stated that he had 
left town in the morning and was spending afew 
days at Port Washington, Long Island.
